Tadge Sears’ position in the matter of fran- 
chises, and especially his view of the Hum-<. 
phrey bills, was awaited with much interest. 
Realizing the public concern and indignation 
over the proposed measures, he announced 
himself yesterday as unalterably opposed to 
the principles involved therein. 

‘‘In the first place,” said Judge Sears, “ I 
think disposition of the franchises should be 
made by the city, and not by the Legislature. 
The city should be left free to act, and to pre- 
serve its own interests. Neither the city nor 
the Legislature ought to extend the fran-. 
chises at this time for any such period of 
years. It is impossible for any man to tell 
now what any franchise in the city will be: 
worth even fifteen years from now, to say 
nothing of fifty years. j 

“ There may be great increase of patron- 
age on lines in certain directions that will 
affect the value of franchises. Still more 
probably, reduced cost of operating street 
railway systems may make it possible for 
the city to secure larger compensation fifteen 
or twenty or thirty years hence than it 
would be just for the city to demand at this 
time. Any legislation tying the hands of 
the city for a half century to come would

Carson, Nev., March 13.—[Copyright, 
1897.]—I retired early, dropped asleep at 
once, and never opened my eyes until after 
7o’clock. For delightful weather it was the 
banner morning of my stayin Nevada. My 
fine condition, good health, aud fair weather 
put me in the best of spirits. 

I took another route this morning for my 
walk. Jefferies, J.C. Ryan, and Tur TrIis- 
UNE representative and I started for Lake- 
view. We encountered considerable grade 
and melting snow toward the summit of the 
divide, but we continued over on the other 
side and along the margin of the lake until 
about four miles had been covered. We re- 
traced our steps, and as we emerged from 
the snow belt I picked up a horseshoe whigh 
was lying on the road pointing toward me. 

At the foot of the grade I beg@n by sprint- 
ing, and kept it up with more or less regu- 
larity until lreached home. The fine morn- 
ing induced me to continue into town, and I 
covered about ten miles altogether, sprint- 
ing, running, and jogging about three miles 
of the way. 


Run and Finds a Horseshoe in 
the Road. 


I was at lunch today when Al Bmith, the 
stakeholder, was ushered in. His com- 
ments on my youthful appearance and fine 
health and condition were very gratifying. 
He says I look bigger, healthier, and strong- 
er than he ever saw me, and kept repeating 
the remarks. If there is a better sport in 
the world I would like to see him. I never see 
Al that I don’t think of the time he handed 
Brady a cold $40,000 to bet with the late 
Abingdon Baird at the time we were mak- 
ing the Mitchell match. And there were no 
strings on a dollar of it. ‘‘ Make the En- 
glishman shut up,”’ was the remark that ac- 
companied the transfer of the small fortune. 

I close the last calendar week of my train- 
ing with the statement that I am fit in every 
way to fight for my life, and if I should lose 
the battle fairly and squarely no one will 
hear of me offering any sort of an excuse.

None of those were vital 
to the ultimate resuk, but they were fouls 
nevertheless, and are wholly provided 
against in the battle of next Wednesday. 


Ready for the Departure. 

The last Sunday in camp before the battle 
will find both Corbett and Fitz onedge. In 
both camps matters are already shaping for 
leave-taking. The trainers and seconds are 
getting their trunks arranged and all will be 
in readiness for their exodus Wednesday 
after the battle. Excursion parties from all 
parts of the United States, from Mexico and 
from Canada, are on the rail, speeding 
towards the Sierra Nevadas. A party of 
thirty, bound for Carson City from Juneau, 
Alaska, is on the Pacific Ocean. Special 
trains from the big cities east of the Mis- 
souri River are steaming hither under right 
of way orders. All freight trains have been 
pulled off of the Southern Pacific between 
San Francisco and Carson and El Paso and 
Sacramento.

Offers Odds on Fitzsimmons. 


A bomb exploded in the camp of the Cor- 
bett followers this morning. Phil Lowe, the 


millionaire ranchman from Douglas, Wyo., 


this morning advised Stuart by wire that he 
would bet $15,000 on Fitz at 3 to 2, or that 
sum of money against $10,000. He asked 
Stuart to place this for him, and told him 
to keep 10 per cent of all the money up ir 
Fitzsimmons won for his trouble. How 
Lowe figures no one can see. Corbett will 
be as good as a 10 to 8 favorite, and here the 
man from Wyoming is conceding odds seven 
points out of the way on the short end of the 
proposition. , 

Stuart thought that Lowe had made a mis- 
take and wired for a verification. It came. 
The ranchman wanted just what he said— 
two against his three, and for the full $15,000.

Jefferies Shows Marked Improvement. 


Jefferies, who is showing marked im- 
provement through his daily bouts with 
Corbett, gave the champion a lively tussle 
for three hot rounds, retiring at the expira- 
tion of that period little the worse for 
wear. 

Corbett’s tactics could be easily studied in 
his work with Jefferies. The Los Angeles 
boy is a Sandow in strength, with 215 pounds 
of well-trained muscle, is remarkably quick 
for his weight, and has had no inconsidera- 
ble amount of ring @xperience. He hits hard 
and quick with both hands. If one of Jef- 
feries’ well-meant swings should land on 
Jim's jaw a knockout might easily result. 
But the champion takes no chances. Every 
one of Jefferies’ swings is either stopped or 
adroitly averted. 

A trick that Corbett practices constantly 
in his bouts with the Southern Californian 
giant is to stay in close to his man and feint, 
bringing out a hard right or left swing, 
which he avoids by throwing his hand and 
head back out of range. This is so neatly 
done that Jefferies’ glove rarely misses con- 
tact with the champion’s face by more than 
a couple of inches. As the swing passes 
Corbett slips quickly in and never fails to 
land his counter solidly on Jefferies’ head. 
It is not an uncommon trick, but it has 
never been performed with the same ease 
and dexterity as in Corbett’s case. It also 
shows his wonderful quickness and judg- 
ment df distance.

GRECIAN ARMY IS NOW MOBILIZED. 


This Is Taken as an @ndication That 
the Attitude of the Government 


Will Remain Firm. :

Athens, March. 13.—[{Copyright, 1897.)—A 
royal decree just issued de@lares the army in 
a state of mobilization, excepting those 
exempt from service, amounting to 60,000. 
This measure authorizes requisitions and 
the formation of battalions of unlimited 
numbers, as in the time of war. This order, 
issued at a time when all advices from Eu- 
rope indicate that the powers have agreec 
to maintain their decision with regard to 
Crete, and are on the point of issuing their 
ultimatum to Greece, is proof that the gov- 
ernment has resolved not to recede from its 
position. 

The government will introduce at the next 
meeting of the Boule a measure providing 
for the enlistment of volunteers and foreign 
officers, who ate to retain their rank. 

The great number of inquiries constantly 
received by the government from officers of 
all nations has rendered this necessary. 

Advices from the frontier’ say that the 
officers have’great difficulty in restraining 
the Greek soldiers, and it is believed that 
if the powers enforce coercion a collision 
between the Greeks and the Turks is in- 
evitable. 

A feeling of dissatisfaction exists because 
of the failure of the government,to make 
better provision for meeting the present 
crisis. That the King took the necegsary 
steps for the increase of the army,.is ad 
‘mitted, but it Is held that the war office 
did not make proper preparation in respect 
of equipments. This feeling has not had the 
effect, hewever, of allaying the popular en- 
thusiasm.

Ad- 
miral von Hollmann vainly appealed tothe 
committee to faciiltate the greater rapidity 
of huilding by adopting ,the government's 
demands, dwelling upon the superiority of 
Great Britain in that respect. 

The Imperial Chancellor, Prince Hohen- 
lohe, and other members of the Cabinet are 
said to be still sore over the manner in which 
they were ignored in presenting the naval 
projects through Admiral von Hollmann, but 
the Emperor’s support of the latter com- 
pelled them to pocket their wounded pride¢ 

In the meanwhile the Centrists, Liberals, 
and Socialists are apparently determined to 
maintain the opposition projects, and com- 
bined they can insure the rejection of the 
naval schemes. : 

The Catholie Cologne Volks Zeitung points 
out that since 1872 the annual expenditures 
for the navy. have inereased from 21,208,000 
to 91,407,000 marks, and,.the Cologne Ga- 
zette suggests that the funds required be 
provided by the taxation of all trading ves- 
sels according to the value of their cargoes, 
and 10 marks per ton is suggested as the 
amount of the tax, 


Bismarck Against Intervention. 

Prince Bismarck, in the Hamburger Nach- 
richten, continue# to oppose German inter- 
vention in the Cretan imbfoglio. Hie says 
that so far as Germany is concerned, the 
Cretans may cut each other’s throats until 
none of them is left, and that European 
peace should not be menaced by “ this Cre- 
tan farce.” , 

Socialists Claim Victory,

This explanation of the ex-Secretary is 
complete on its face, but is received.with a 
smile of incredulity by those who Under- 
stand the facts.

Official Statemeht.

‘* Since it was never properly filed, it was 
deemed best to disregard it and direct a new 
trial: this was done.

The rules prescribed are designed to 
facilitate the.department in the dispatch 
of business, not to defeat the supervision of 
the Secretary.’ ”’

when visited by a reporter today, and pasi- 
tively declined to talk about the Chicago

GRANT’S TOMB IS READY. 


GRANITE SARCOPHAGUS IS ON THE 


WAY TO NEW YORK IN SAFETY. 


President Anderson of the Chicago 
Company That Made It Relates How 
It Was Reseued from a Mob of In- 
furiated Miners at Montellio, Wis., 
Bent on Its Destruction — Is the 
Finest Thing eof Its Kind in the 
World. 


New York,. March 13.—[Special.]—The 
superb sarcophagus which will be the final 
resting place of Gen. Ulysses S. Grant is on 
its way to this city and will arrive tomorrow. 

It was placed in a box car of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad yesterday at Chicago,-and 
started on its journey to the East. On its 
arrival here it will be taken at once to its 
place in the tomb on Riverside drive, there 
to await the ceremonies of April 27. 

J. H, Anderson of Chicago, President of the 
Anderson Granite company, which made the 
sarcophagus, relates an exciting experience 
which he had with miners in the little town 
of Montello, Wis., last Sunday. The contract 
for the Gen. Grant sarcophagus was given to 
a granite company at Montello nearly’a year 
ago. The company became involvéd and 
failed to pay its men. 
Was turned over to Mr. Anderson, who pro- 
ceeded to finish the tomb and prepare tt for 


shipment, 


it was completed last Sunday morning, 
when the unpaid creditors of the bankrupt 
granite firm, comprising a good share of the 


little town’g population, gathered and swore * 


that Andergdn would not be allowed to ship 
the tomb out of the place until every obliga- 
tion was met. Anderson had the sarcopha- 
gus loaded onto a flat car and switched onto 
a siding under his hotel window awaiting 
shipment. 


Threaten to Disfigure.§ It. 

An immense crowd gathered, armed with 
Sticks and stones, the leaders openly de- 
claring that they would destroy the tomb 
or disfigure it so that it would be a ruin. 
Anderson summoned the Sheriff, and, with 
repeating rifle in hand, held the mob at 
bay for six hours, when the miners sul- 
lenly withdrew to discuss the next move. 
While they were parleying the flat car was 
hitched on to a train, and in a few minutes 
the precious freight was out of the place. 

The sarcophagus is a magnificent work 
of art, and is probably the finest thing of 
its kind in existence, Six years ago the Grant 
Monument committee asked for specimens 
of granite suitable for a tomb for Gen. 
Grant, and specimens came from all over 
the civilized world. Four continents sent 
contributions, and out of this assortment 
the finest specimens were selected. So hand- 
some were these the committee delibergt- 
ed, in doubt. for a long time before making 
its final selection. ‘Finally last, May,. after 
a long discussion, the contract was awarded 
to J. H. Anderson. He was at once placed 
under heavy bonds to have the sarcopha- 


gus completed by a certain date, apd to- 


morrow, as the resuit of his efforts, the sar- 
cophagus is expected to arrive in this city, 


Massive and Imposing. 


The principal idea in the construction of 
the sarcophagus was to make it a massive 
and imposing receptacle for the remains of 
a nation’s hero, and this the architect and 
builders spared no efforts to accomplish. 
The die for the sarcophagus was cut from a 
single massive block of granite. It is a 
ponderous affair, weighing ten tons, and is 
ten feet four inches long, five feet six inches 
wide, and four feet eight inches high. In 
its finished state itis a triumph of the 
sculptor’s chisel. 

The granite is of a peculiarly fine grain 
and is Polished so perfectly that it shines 
and refiects like the most powerful mirror. 
Almost directly over the spot where the 
great soldier’s head will rest, and near the 
top of the cap, is cut the name, “ Ulysses §S. 
Grant.”” The granite is of a deep red color, 
rich in tone, and deeply lustrous when pol- 
ished. The color effect is rich, and the whole 
impression is one of magnificence, ‘ 

The granite out of which the Grant sar- 
cophagus was cut was taken from a com- 
paratively new quarry at Montello, Wis. 

The Grant Monument committee has al- 
ready placed the order with the same quarry 
for the sarcophagus for Mrs. Grant, which 
will be exactly the same size as that of her 
husband. The two will rest on the same 
granite base. 

Ceremonies on April 27. 

On April 27 the sarcophagus will receive, 
to keep as long ds it endures, the body of 
the dead President. The ceremonies attend- 
ing the moving of the body from the little 
brick tomb on the hillside to the magnificent 
mausoleum will be of extraordinary splen- 
dar and magnificence. 

There will be a military an 
tion of great magnitude. It 8 expected for- 
eign vessels will take part in the naval 
pageant, including two Chinese ships of war.

Description of the Structure.

STRIKERS TIE UP WORK ON THE LOOP. 


Employment of Non-Union Hodcarri- 
ers by Angus & Gindele Causes 
200 Men to Quit. 


Owing to the employment of non-union 
hodcarriers by Angus & Gindele, contractors 
for the ‘‘L" loop power-house at Market 
and Van Buren streets, a general strike in- 


yolving the entire loop structure was de- 
clared yesterday morning. 


There aré involved on the side of the strik- 
ers about 200 men, including forty carpen- 
ters, forty or fifty hodcarriers, forty bridge 
and structural ironworkers, architectural 
ironworkers, stonecutterg, painters, plumb- 
ers, steamfitters, sheet adhd metal workers, 
and derrick men. 

The strike was ordered by the Building 
Trades Council. If the strikers succeed in 


getting out the thirty or forty non-union 


hodcarriers and other laborers employéd 


on the power-house work the bricklayers 


who are not affiliated with the Building 
Trades Council will also be forced into’idle- 
ness. Work was carried on yesterday un- 
der difficulties, owing to the strike of the 
union hedcarriers, and it wae stopped alto- 


gether at 3 o'clock. 


The strike was ordered at 10 o’clock, and 
it was after 12 before bricklaying was re- 


sumed at the power-house. This was ex- 


plained by Angus & Gindele on the ground 


of inclemency of the weather, and it was 


stated work would be resumed on Monday. 

The strikers do not claim that Angus & 
Gindele are directly connected with the other 
loop contractors, but a general strike was 


declared, so as to force the loop company, 


to demand a settlement by Angus & Gindele 
with the union men. There wasa somewhat 
similar strike a few weeks ago, which Chief 
Engineer Weston quickly settled to the 
satisfaction of thé union men.e The strike 
referred to was on account of non-union 
stonecutters. 

The cause of the present difficulty is the 
refusal of the power-house contractors to 
employ none but union laborers. President 
Herman *Lillien of the Hodcarriers’ and 
Laborers’ Union says he has been attempt- 
ing to secure the discharge of the non-union 
mgn for the last two weeks. On Friday, it 
is stated, he tried to get the contractors 
to agree to arbitrate the matter, but they 
said they had nothing to arbitrate.

Anagent of 
the American Tobacco company called on 
numerous dealers yesterday to asceriain 
whether they would take out licenses. 


Cut from 2,000 to 233. 

The cigaret ordinance goes into effect to- 
morrow. . By it the number of persons legit- 
imately engaging in selling cigarets in Chi- 
cago will be cut down from an estimated 
-,000 to 238, as shown by applications for 
licenses on file last night. 

Dealers who have applied for licenses and 
the Health Department believe the ordi- 
nance, if declared valid, will separate the 
cigaret from the Chicago small boy. 

The common opinion is the dealers who 
have applied for licenses are not the ones 
who. sell cigarets to boys or near schools. 
Many have refused persistently to sell to 
boys heretofore. Said a down-town tobac- 
conist yesterday: 

“I sincerely hope the enforcement of the 
ordinance will drive cigarets out of the mar- 
ket in this city, as it will do if followed out 
to the letter. The measure prohibits ab- 
eolutely the sale of cigarets containing 
glycerine. I do not know of a single brand 
cf cigarets made in this.country that does 
not contain this substance. It is used to 
keep the tobacco moist, so it will not shake 
out of the wrappers. It is the glycerine that 
constitutes the most dangerous element in 
cigaret smoke, as the combustion of glycer- 
ine generates a poison.”’ 


Early Ruling Looked For. 


Dealers have expressed an anxiety for an 
early ruling from the Health Department 
as to what brands of cigarets may be sold 
without violating the provision of the ordi- 
nance that specifies no cigarets shall be sold 
containing opium, morphine, belladonna, 
jimson weed, glycerine, or sugar. The de- 
alg tw tomorrow morning will begin mak- 
ng tests of samples of all brands found for 
sale in Chicago, and if the samples are found 
to contain the proscribed materials the 
ey will be barred wherever found on 
sale. 

Dealers large and small agree the ordi- 
nance discriminates against small dealers. 
Not having trade enough to warrant the 
paymermt of $100 for a yearly license they 
will discontinue the business in large num- 
bers, driving trade to the points where it is 


already more centralized. 


J. Pastorino, a small dealer across the 
stteet from the Jones School, at No. 77% 
East Harrison street, echoed the sentiment 
of a large number of small dealers yester- 
day when he said: 

“The ordinance discriminates directly 
against small dealers, who need every cent 
of profit they can make, and in favor of the 
men who have plenty of business. I never 
sell cigarets to school children. I am in the 
200 feet limit and cannot get a license, but 
that won’t stop the boys smoking. They 
have been in the habit of going about 500 
feet away for their cigarets, and the dealer 
who has had their trade heretofore has ap- 
plied for a license and will be able to keep 
on supplying thém. 

Several dealers found within the 200 feet 
limit near other schools expressed similar 
sentiments. All stoutly denied they ever 
sold cigarets to schoolboys, but all agreed 
the boys got plenty of cigarets from some 
source. 

Teachers in the Crusade.

IN HIS ANNUAL REPORT.

Scheme Provides for Beautifying Leo- 
ecalities and Preventing Blemishes 
in the Shape of Inferior Buildings— 
Ideal Government for Chicago Sug- 
gested—Lake Commerce Shows Con- 
tinaal Growth Despite Local Em- 
barrassments. 


**Home. park districts ’’ form a refreshing 
part of the dry statistical annual report of 
Commissioner of Public Works Downey, 
submitted yesterday to the Mayor and ready 
for presentation to the Council on Monday 
night. The document reviews the work of 


' the department for the year ending Dec. 31, 


1896. Of this twelve months W. D. Kent was 
at the helm seven and Joseph Downey five. 
The “home park district” scheme looks 
to establishing portions of the city in which 
the buildings shall be of a certain grade of 
excellence. No one would be allowed to 
build a stable or a cheap house next {o a 
costly dwelling in such a quarter. The land- 
scape effect would be beautiful and per- 
manent. Such districts would be created 
on petition, with the consent of the Council. 
They would be under the Department of 
Public Works. 
a ee “ Home Park District” Plan. 

Upon this subject Commissioner Downey 
writes: 

“y would suggest to your honorable body 
the advisability of soliciting such legisla- 
tion as shall authorize the City Council, 
upon application of a majority of the prop- 
erty-owners, to set apart a number of streets 
to be dedicated and known as a ‘ Home park 
district,’ and to place the same under the 


'* jurisdiction and management of the Depart- 


ment of Public Works, under the conditions 
and the legal powers (with appropriate 
modifications) which now govern the various 
Boards of Park Commissioners, such legis- 


- lation to legalize the action of the Depart- 


ment of Public Works in spreading a special 
assessment upon the property benefited and 
located within the limits of such district, 
for the construction and maintenance of 
' public-improvements, such improvements to 
include the establishment of a uniform con- 
etruction of roadway and walks, the culti- 
vation of treees and lawns, the cleaning, 
sprinkling, ahd removal of obstructions 
from streets and walks, the whole to include 
vacant ag well as improved property. 
Keeps Out Objectionable Structures. 
“Further authority should be delegated 


to prohibit the construction of buildings or 


‘use of property for anything other than 
for residence purposes, and to prevent va- 
cant grounds or buildings being located, 
-occupied, or used in any manner as shall in 
any way injure or detract from the value or 
desirability of adjoining property. 

“While such streets or districts could 
mever be included in the boulevard system, 


nor come under the control of the Park 


Board, the advantages to be attained by 
the adoption of such methods would be in- 
calculable, and the financial and other ma- 
terial benefits resulting would be in line 
‘with if not equaling those which now ac- 
crue to property fronting the boulevards; 
thus encouraging the establishment of per- 
‘manent homes within the limits of the city, 
Instead of such movements being diverted 
to the suburbs, and to stimulate the de- 
yelopment of more elegant homes, with su- 
perior designs of architecture, and a higher 
and more uniform grade of street improve- 
ments, all of which would add materially 
to the attractiveness of the city.’’ 
Ideal Government for Chicago. 
Mr, Downey’s idea of the form of govern- 
ment Chicago should seek follows: 
‘‘In view of the many obStacles to the de- 
sirable advancement of general public im- 
. provements, it is just to remember that Chi- 
cago, in comparison with the large cities 
of the Hast, is yet a young and unfinished 
metropolis, still laboring under the disad- 
vantages of a defective city charter and un- 


wise State laws, which are depriving the 


city of the ability to provide an adequate 
revenue, and are perpetuating an irrational, 
cumbersome, and expensive city, county, and 
town government, complicating and retard- 
ing public eee at the expensc of the tax- 
= and to the inconvenience of all cit- 

“These are and should be recognized as 
fatal evils to the prosperity of the city, 
which can never be remedied until a unani- 
mous public sentiment shall demand a gov- 
oe mab worthy of the great City of Chi- 


To Be America’s First City. 

,_ With all these disadvantages and ad- 
verse circumstances, the wonderfu! growth 
of the city is the more marvelous, for, even 
handicapped thus, her rapid march during 
the last half century has given her the 
proud position of second city; in population 
in the United States, with a destiny which 
will place her at the head of the list of great 
cities of the continent at her century cele- 
bedtion. 

“ With such a grand and magnificent out- 
look, there should be no delay in securing 
such legislation as would permit the city

DR. HUNTER NOMINATED IN CAUCUS. 


Kentucky Republicans Choose Him as 
Candidate for United States Sena- 
tor—Bradley IrfMiated at Hanna. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 13.—[{Special.]—Dr. 
W. Godfrey Hunter was nominated for 
United States Senator by the Republican 
caucus today. He received 38 votes, Judge 
Holt 15, John W. Lewis 5, St. John Boyle 5, 
John W. Yerkes 2, and there were five 
absentees. ay 

Before the balloting began Senator Hissem 
arose to a question of personal privilege 
and stated he could not stpport Hunter if 
he was nominated unless Hunter would with- 
draw charges of bribery which had been 
published as coming from Hunter against 
him (Hissem). In his speech accepting the 
momination Hunter said he had never said 
an unkind thing about any member of the 
General Assembly. This was taken as a 
denial of the alleged charge against Hissem, 
and the latter will now fote for Hunter. 

Telegrams from the Senate steering com- 
mittee and M. A. Manna poured into Fnank- 
fort yesterday and last night, aH urging 
that a ballot be forced today and a Senator 
elected at once. Gov. Bradley thought this 
was interfering too much with Kentucky 
affairs, so he called a little conference with 
Lieut.Gov. Worthington this morning and 
the ballot was not forced; Worthington rul- 
ing that under the law a ballot must be 
taken the first Tuesday after the second 
(Monday of the session. 

The newly ebected Republican Senators 
were not seated today and the motion made 
by a Democrat to refer their credientials to 
a committee will come up Monday. Black- 
burn is quietly watching every move and 
his friends think if Worthington sticks to 
his ruling Hunter will be unable to win, and 
if Hunter fails to land he will prevent any 
other Republican from receiving the coveted 
70 votes. Hunter’s friends claim his elec- 
tion sure whenever a ballot is taken and are 
confident that three or four gold Democrats 
will vote for him. 

Dr. Hunter is a naturalized Irishman. He 
is a handsome, well-dressed man of affable 
manners. He talks but Httle in public or 
in private; he neither drinks, smokes, nor 
chews; he never swears nor plays cards, nor 
patronizes horse races, and is an elderin the 
Presbyterian Church. When occasion de- 
mands it he can make a fair stump speech, — 
but he is not eloquent nor forceful, and he 
realizes it. 

Hunter was the man who realized the 
benefits of an alliance with the secret order 
of the A. P. A. He is an Irishman, and an 
Orangeman, and he easily arranged the 
coalition which triumphed in Louisville and 
materiaHy aided the Republicans elsewhere 
in the State. It is well known that Gov. 
Bradiey entertains no liking for him, in- 
deed is openly jealous of his leadership, but 
that has made little difference in his can- 
didacy.

| PARTY IS FOR MAGRUDER 


REPUBLICAN EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE GIVES A FORMAL PLEDGE. 


Party Promise Applies Not Only to the 
Chief Justice but to the Judges of 
Cireult and Superior Courts as 
Well—Resolutions Are Unanimous- 
ly Adopted in Response to a Request 


Meeting in Boyce Building. 


Chief Justice Magruder of the Supreme 
Court will have the support of Cook County 
Republicans for reélection. It was pledged 
to him yesterday by the Executive commit- 
tee of the party organization. The same 
thing was done also for all the present Cir- 
cult and Superior Court Judges, whose 
terms of office expire in June. 

A non-partisan committee, composed of 
Howard Henderson, J. L. Hyde, H. W. 
Jackson, 8. 8. Gregory, and Thomas A. 
Moran, has been appointed by the Chicago 
Bar Association to secure some action by 
all party committees looking toward the re- 
nomination and reé@lection, without opposi- 
tion, of Justice Magruder and the Judges 
now occupying seats oh the Cook County 
bench. 

Mr. Henderson is President of the Bar As- 
sociation. Accompanied by two other mem- 
bers of the delegation, J. L. Hyde and H. W. 
Jackson, he attended a meeting of the Re- 
publican Executive committee at its head- 
quarters in the Boyce Building: yesterday 
afternoon. - 

All the members, with one or two excep- 
tions, were present. Chairman John M. 
Smyth presided. Samuel B. Raymond, 
Chairman of the Campaign committee, par- 
ticipated. The three lawyers were warmly 
received and made welcome. 


Henderson Speaks for the Judges. 

Mr. Henderson acted as spokesman and 
explained briefly the object of theircall. He 
said they came as nonpartisans, and repre- 
senting the strongest nompartisan body in 
Chicago, to ask that such action be taken as 
would keep partisan politics out of the forth- 
coming judicial election. He soon discov- 
ered the committee was heartily in.sympathy 
with the purpose that brought him and his 
associates before it, therefore he confined 
himself to a bare statement of the reasons 
why the Bar Association desired the re- 
=e action to be taken as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Messrs. Hyde and Jackson each spoke 
briefly of the valuable services of Chief 
Justice Magruder, as well as of the uniform 
excellence of the Cook County bench. They 
also advised an indorsement of the bill re- 
cently introduced in the -gisliature at 
Springfield, changing the time to elect Judge 
Brentano’s successor from November to 
June, so that one election would cover ail 
vacancies at hand. This was done, it was 
stated, chiefly in the interests of economy. 
Estimates showed it would cost the people 
nearly as much to elect one Judge next fall 
as it will to elect allin June. 


Committee Adopts Resolutions. 

After the delegation of lawyers retired the 
committee prepared and unanimously adopt- 
ed’ thess resolutions: 

** Whereas, Nonpartisan representatives of 
the bar have requested the Republican Ex- 
ecutive committee of Cook County to take 
action with regard to the approaching ju- 
diciary elections; therefore be it

the Hon. Benjamin B. Magruder for reé@lec- 
tion as Judge of the Supreme Court of the 
State of Ilirois, and offer him the support 
of the Republican party of Cook County.

TO FIND ORIGIN OF THE INDIANS. 


Object of the Jessup Expeditions Is to 
Investigate Their Alleged Connec- 
tion with Asiatic Tribes. 


Cambridge, Mass., March 13.—[Special.]— 
Details concerning, the expedition to be sent 
to Northeastern Asia and Northwestern 
America show that it promises to be the most 
important to modern science since the days 
of Livingstone and Stanley. Morris K. Jes- 
sup, President of the American Museum of 
Natural History of New York City, is the 
originator of the expedition, and will pay all 
the bills connected with it, which during the 
six years of its continuance will reach cun- 
siderably over $50,000. Prof. F. W. Putnam 
of Cambridge, who is curator of the anthro- 
pological department of the American Mu- 
seum, and also .of the Peabody Museum at 
Harvard, has the general direction of the 
expedition, but his work here prevents him 
from going himself. 

The principal point to be determined by the 
explorations is whether or not the primeval 
American, Indians and Esquimaux came 
from Asia originally. This is a question of 
the greatest importance to the ethnologist, 
and has been superficially treated by many 
writers, who hold that the American race is 
very closely allied to the Mongolian. The 
expedition which will undertake to solve this 
problem will be in two parts, one to go to 
Asia, the other to investigate the American 
side. 

The latter section will start about the ist 
of May, with British Columbia for its first 
objective point. Dr. Franz Boas has been 
chosen to lead this party on account of his 
jong continued investigations in that vicin- 
ity, his wide knowledge of ethnology, and his 
special attainments. His chief assistant will 
be Harlan I. Smith of New York City. With 
them will go several specialists in vanious 
branches of research. 

The Asiatic branch of the expedition will 
not start from this country until September, 
and its leader has yet to be selected. 

The collections to be made by the expedi- 
tion will all find their way to the American 
Museum of Natural History in New York 
City, and will make the institution the cen- 
ter of interest to th® world’s anthropologists 
and ethnologists for many years, until the 
problems they illustrate shall have been sat- 
isfactorily settled.

Mr. Samuels urged the calling of a cone 
vention to find out how many gold Demo- 
crats want to indorse any candidate.

Ex-Mayor Hopkins advocated the conven- 
tion proposition. 

Finally, a.motion was adopted instructing 
the Executive committee to issue a call for 
a mass-meeting or convention of gold Dem- 
ocrats, to be held March 23, that day being 
the limit of time required for candidates to 
put in their petitions and secure places on 
the official ballot.

their feet last autumn.

peoples. To do this he*took his life con- 
stantly in his hands against deadly dis- 
eases and deadlier savages. Smith at- 
tacked the Boran tribe after they murdered 
two of his men and were swarming at him, 
armed, by thousands. They to!d him later 
that they infended to loot his caravan, and 
he attacked the Arbore tribe only when face 
to face with death and when men at three 
of their villages warned him by donning 
their warpaint and war plumes and sound- 
ing their warhorns and warwhoops. 
Smith’s story of his journey is the record 
of a man who spent a fortune in the cause 
of science, making presents, buying neces- 
sities, scattering largess with both hands, 
and everywhere treating the savages with 
justice and kindness and generosity. The 
worst that can be said of Smith is that he 
shows he possesses all the pluck of these 
individual English sportsmen, explorers; 
missionaries, naturalists, and 
who led th® way for these English troops 
who made bloody war on tiny tribes of red 
and black naked men all over the world 
solely to satisfy England's greed for terri- 
torigl expansion. It comes with bad grace 
for an Englishman to criticise Smith, and, 
to tell the truth, no’ Englishman outside of 
the Chronicle has done so, for the great 
leading papers of London praise him and his 
book.

William K. Vanderbilt Ie Oredited 
with .a Great Many Financial 
Schemes te Augment the Earnings 
ef the Great Properties He Controls 
~Bonded Indebtedness to Be Re- 
funded—Expeocted That the Sugar 
Trust Will Get What It | Wants.

Something like betehinanh appears in tha 
stock market at the close of the week, and 
the average Wall street man is once more . 
becoming enthusiastically bullish. Not a 
single thing of. importance has developed 
during the week, yet leng sts of reasons 
ere quoted why betterment is due in the 
stock market. 

There is still much harping on the Lake 
Shore bond funding transaction, by which 
$50,000,000 of that company’s bonds have 
their interest cut half in two. Dozens of 
other important corporations are declared | 
to be about to follow the Lake Shore ex- 
ample, having bond issues near maturity 
which ¢an be funded at rates below what at 
present has to he paid upon them. 

In all this William K. Vanderbilt has be- 
come the new Wall street hero, He is prac-: 
tleally regarded, in fact, as a Moses who 
can lead the street into the prosperity which . 
for so long a time has been unapproachable. 

As a matter of fact, no evidences appear 
anywhere of any transactions in the steck 
market on the part of Mr. Vanderbilt or by 
anybody who can be recognized as repre- . 
senting him. 


. Vanderbilt's Program Is Talked Of. 

Yet Wall street persuades itself that Mr. 
Vanderbilt is giving out big orders, and has 
other and bigger ones still to execute. It is 
freely declared that he proposes progress 
for New York Central and for Chicago and 
Northwestern identical with that which he 
has made successful in Lake Shore. This, 
if it be true, is of great consequence. 

It means a saving of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in the annual fixed charges 
of these corporations. It means consequent- 
~ a tremendous augmentation of net earn- 
ngs. 

From quarters which might ordinarily be 
supposed to have Vanderbilt information 
are to be had suggestions that Mr. Vander- | 
bilt has brought into close alliance with him 
some of the most important financiers of 
the country. One such report has it that ex- 
Gov. Levi P. Morton is to unde e at 
London and at Paris the execution of finan- 
clering transactions involving millionaire 
interests. Gov. Morton's London banking- 
house, ranking, as‘it does, among the foré- 
most firms of Europe, is credited with hay- 
ing undertaken the carrying through of 
the New York Central refunding syndicate. 
If one-tenth of the good things materialise 
which the prophets of Wall street are de- 
claring ahead through the agency of W. K. 
Vanderbilt's financiering plans so many will 
be the benefits to American properties that 
Wall street will not be able to avoid tre- 
mendous improvement. In its present tem- 
per the street does not much care about the 
verification of any of the pleasing rumors 
to which it is giving heed. 


Short Interest in Unhappy Shape. 


The subsidence of apprehensions over a 
European war left an extended short in- 
terest in the market in unhappy shape. 
This short. interest-has been particularly 
large in the grangers, in the coal stocks, and 
in the industrials. 

At the close of the week sharp spurts in 
some of the groups of sitecks were almost 
‘wholly attributable to transactions by the 
short account frightened into covering. 

Those traders who affect to be oracles on 
the bull side of the market are laying much 
stress mn what they declare te be the 
propaliti¢y. that Congrese will make rapid 
progress in tariff legislation. 

They reiterate Mr. Russell Rage's declara- 
tion, quoted in this dispatch to Tum CHIcaGco 
TRIBUNE last Sunday, that silver Senators 
who were formerly Republicans can be 
relied*upon to help President McKinley put 
the new tariff bill through. With such 
prampt action the whole business world 
would revive its courage and activity, so 
they argue, and the immediate result moat 
be far-reaching stock market advances. 

It happens, however, that Mr. Sage’s an- 
ticipations are offset by less confident talk 
from other quarters entitled to equal cre- 
dence, 

One of the most conspicuous Senators on 
the Republican side tells me that the coun- 
try will be fortunate if the tariff legis- 
lation is fully determined by midsummer. 


Much Ade Over Sugar Schedule. 


Much ado has been made over the sugar 
schedule and the proposed tariff bill as it has 
been whipped into shape in the House. The 
levying of a specific duty instead of an ad. 
valorem rate is properly regarded as a se- 
vere setback for the sugar trust. In an ad 
valorem system are opportunities which the 
trust cloud over and over again take advar- 
tage of to save itself the ayment of enor- 
mous duties which must have gone to the 
government were the tariff tax not based on 
valuation but on the number of pounds of 
raw sugars imported. 

On all sides in the street there is agreement ‘| 
that insiders in the sugar trust are not now 
in any substantial way long of the stock. 
It is equally the general impression that 
there will be snarls over the proposed change 
in the tariff law establishing a specific duty | 

lan. 
~% > people doubt, however, that before 
the Senate gets through with the bill the 
trust will get about everything it wants, 
though meanwhile professional Wall street 
is expectant of a material slump .in the 
quotations of sugar trust stock. So popu “ed 
is this theory and so general its accep 
that it will not be strange if of a sodden 
there be a discovery that while everybody 
else in Wall street has been waiting to pick 
up stock in a break, the millionaire insiders 
have been quietly equipping themselves.

That pretense is 
so shallow that it almost warrants the per- 
alties which sooner or later are certain to

BIG STORES BUY ONLY 
AT CALAMITY PRICES. 


Chicago, March 3.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J~—I take the stand that department 
stores are a detriment to Chicago. Their 
pretensions to save money to their patrons 
are false. Their goods, purchased, in the 
main, from bankrupt concerns, are ob- 
tained at prices which calamity necessi- 
tates, therefore they cater to calamity. 
Does this tend to produce confidence? Does 
it not rather spread the disease of mis- 
irust and demoralization? Does the de- 
partment store go to the legitimate dealer 
er manufacturer and buy goods at prices 
that give a fair, legitimate margin of prof- 
it? Never, except in cases where goods that 
it must have cannot be obtained through 
some opportunity brought about by calam- 
ity, and in such cases, a stove dealer states, 
they buy in one-twelfth of a dozen lots. 
but while they buy at calamity prices, it is 
not true that they sell on a 5 per cent mar- 
gin, as claimed in a letter to THE SUNDAY 
TRIBUNE last week. For example, a certain 
publisher failed in 189%. The hig stores 
bought boys’ story books at 16 cents each 
and sold them over their counters at 89 cents 
each, nearly 500 per cent profit. The same 
books bought at the same publishing house 
were sold on West Madison street at 38) 
cents each, and the department stores sold 
a hundred to the Madison street man’s one. 
The goods purchased by these stores, when 
not bankrupt or calamity stocks, are, as 
a rule, “ seconds.’’ Take footbalis, for in- 
stance, that sell for $1. The department 
store will sell them. sav, for 69 cents. Now, 
the legitimate dealer pays 70 to 75 cents for 
the $1 footballs. The department store pays 
about 1) cents each for the “* seconds ”’ and 
sells them at 69 cents. But what are these 
‘seconds ’’? At the football factory the 
balis are tested. Those that hold air are 
thrown into one bin.and those that are not 
airtight are thrown ‘into another bin and 
called ‘‘ geconds.”"’ These stores are used 
as dumping grounds by manufacturers gen- 
eraNy for imperfect and unsalable goods. 
Occasiovzalliy they buy a small quantity of 
some popular article and sell below actual 
cost purely as an advertis'ng leader. Here 
is an illustration that ought to convince 
any laboripe man’s wife of her error in pa- 
troniz'ng department stores: A certain Chi- 
cago bicycle factory has. contracted to make 
bicycles for these department stores at a 
price which will net the s 
than 5 per cent margin.

THEIR LOW PRICES . 
MAKE THEM AN EVIL. 
Chicago, March 9.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—The department store as it is run to- 
day cannot help but be a great detriment to 
the community in which it exists.

The care- 
ful student of economics has come to under- 
stand that goods can be manufattured and 
sold too cheap. We are a Nation of farmers 
and shopkeepers, and our national prosperity 
and greatness depend upon the success of 
the individual, not the corporation. The 
huge department store with its vast aggrega- 
tion of wealth is able to buy bankrupt stock 
and goods from the mills and factories in 
carload lots, pay transportation, and place 
the goods upon the market in such bulk as 
to enable its managers to sell from 10 to 30 
per cent cheaper than the small dealer. In 
fact, many times goods are sold cheaper than 
the small dealer can buy them. Th'‘s, to- 
gether With the fact that an inferior quality 
of gocds is often foisted upon the public 
under the guise of “ bankrupt goods,’’ and 
various other guites, calculated to catch the 
eye and the money of the individual who 
passes the legitimate dealer ‘n the hopes that 
he'or she will get semething cheaper and 
better down-town, makes it impossible for 
small dealers to carry on business at a 
profit. The evil can only be remedied by the 
merchant and the mechanic, the laborer 
and the farmer uniting in demanding of our 
leg‘siators a law compellfhge department 
storekeepers to pay a heavy graduated 
tax upon each additional line of goods sold 
under one firm’s name or in such manner as 
the department store is conducted today.

Well-known brands of, goods are 
regularly sold cheaper than at ordinary 
stores, thereby effecting a direct saving to 
the people. If cheap, shoddy stuff is sold as 
bargains it is not the fault-of the depart- 
ment store, but of the maker of' real gen- 
ulne goods who neglects the most potent 
factor in modern  business—advertising. 
The manufacturer who makes a good thing, 
puts a fair price on it, sticks to his price, 
and then advertises to the people so that 
they demand his goods, will find the de- 
partment store his servant and not his mas- 
ter. Tie will also benefit the people by show- 
ing them the difference between good and 
shoddy stuff. Instead of fighting the de- 
partment store the specialty storekeeper 
should recégnige the situation and adapt 
himself to it. Where he cannot meet the 
big stores let them alone. Where the serv- 
ice it renders the public ts -better let him 
make It stil! better and develop his business 
solely on those Iimes. 

The only field opén for a specialty store is 
to secure trade not on the basis of price but 
on quality. The department store beats 
them on price, but a man who devotes his 
energies to selecting the best goods and rec- 
omtrending only the best is entitled to an 
increased profit. Many peopie regard it 
economy to pay it. It eaves them time In 
searching and testing for themselves. This 
man to maintain his prestige must let the. 
facts be known; he must advertise it to 
people who appreciate and want such serv- 
ice and are willing to pay for it.

STORES PAY EMPLOYES 
STARVATION WAGES. 


Chicago, March 11.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.}|—I was a member of Executive 
committee of the first West Side Business- 
Men's Association who started a fight on the 
big stores, and as such I was assigned to 
find out the wages paid and the kind of 
help employed by the department stores 
of State street. I performed that duty to 
the best of my @bility, and made my re- 
port, which showed the average wages paid 
in 1805 and 1896 by all the department stores 
to be as follows: For men, $7.50; for wom-

The query now comes, How did L-get my in- 
formation auc is it reliable? I will state 
the facts and leave the public to judge. One 
day’s labor convinced me that I could not 
get the facts either from the principal or 
employés of the establishment by direct 
methods, so I had to get them by the in- 
direct process. At the time referred to 
a certain big store was about’to open a 
new establishment and was advertising for 
help for all departments. I inserted an 
advertisement in all the daily papers for 
employés in all departments in a new de- 
partment store, the conditions being that 
the applicant ‘must either be or have been 
employed in a State street department 
store. They were to state in what store 
and in what department of the store they 
had served, how long, and the amount of 
Wages received, etc. Now you will easily 
understand that no employé was going to 
be indiscreet enough to state the wages 
they were receiving at less than the actual 
amount, for nearly all wanted an advance. 
If they made any changes dt was certainly 
in. the way of an increase. In answer to my 
advertisements I got letters by the hundred, 
from the heads of departments to the cash 
girls, and from the employés of every house 
on the street. These letters I arranged and 


tabulated, and I give the figures, as in the 
first paragraph of this letter, as being as 


near correct as an outsider can get at.

EXPLAINS THE STORES 
IN THEIR DEFENSE. 


Chicago, March 7.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—I have read with great interest what 
your correspondents have to say in today’s 
TRIBUNE about department stores and have 
come to the conclusion that not one of them 
knows what a department storeis. All seem 
to think that a department store is an insti- 
tution which sells all kinds of merchantise 
under one roof. Not so, for on that princi- 
ple every crossroads store selling dry goods, 
shoes, hats, groceries, etc., would be a de- 
partment store. A department store—so- 
called—is an institution which has outgrown 
the buying capacity of one man and there- 
fore subdivides its business in from two to 
100 sections and employs an expert to take 
charge of each section or department. For 
instance, there is a house in this city that 
handles only one line; not dry goods, for dry 
goods can be and are subdivided in fifty or 
more departments. And yet that particular 
house is a department store because it is di- 
vided: into several divisions, with a chief for 
each division. The trouble with the small 
dealers, who would invoke for their relief 
the powers that*be (aside from the existing 
depression in all lines), is their inability to 
cope with the larger concerns, which on ac- 
count of their increased buying facilities, 
their buying and selling for cash only, and 
on account of their transacting a very large 
business under one management and under 
one roof can greatly undersellthem. Isym- 
pathize with the small dealers and would 
like to see them prosper, and they will pros- 
per again just as soon as the present hard 
times leave us and the promised prosperity 
arrives, for their distress is owing not so 
much to the keen competition of the large 
stores as to the general depression now ex- 
isting. But they must adjust themselves to 
the new conditions which evolution brings 
forth the same as artisans have ‘been com- 
pelled to adjust themselves to alli the labor- 
saving machinery which has been invented 
during, say, the last fifty years. ; 

But to legislate people out of business be- 
cause they have been more successful than 
others would be to throttle energy, enter- 
prise, pluck, and inteHigence, and ‘to reward 
idjeness, indifference, sloth, and :stupidity. 
The injury or benefit to the public at large 
from the large stores has been sd ably ar- 
gued pro and con by your numeroys corre- 
spofdents that I will not dweil‘upon that, 
except that I honestly believe 100 people 
are benefited. by the large stores where one 
is hurt. The large stores would not exist if 
the people did not patronize them.: Demand 
precedes supply; the people demand these 
stores and here they are. If at the clamor 
of a few small stores and a number of land- 
lords these stores should be legislated out 
of business a howl would go up from con- 
sumers two years hence that would reinstate 
them at once. PROGRESS. 


PRINCIPLE IS GOOD : 
BUT MAY BE ABUSED. 


Chicago, March 10.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The point of vital interest to the pub- 
lic in the department store question is the 
relation of these stores to the welfére of the 
community. The very fact that they are 
supplanting the small stores raises a pre- 
sumption in their favor, for we look in vain 
for instances where superior methods have 
been permanently displaced by inferior. 
Tet the concentration Of capital in the de- 
partment stores gives them an advantage 
over the smaller dealers which enables them 
to undersell their competitors seems to be 
admitted on all sides. They buy immense 
quantities of goods at prices lower than the 
small houses can obtain! they maintain large 
establishments at expenses lower in propor- 
tion to goods sold; the greater volume of 
their trade enables them to prosper at a 
lower percentage of profit. Considered asa 


purely abstract question any method which . 


cheapens the cost of goods to the people, 
whether In the expense of production or of 
distribution, must in the end benefit the peo- 
ple, unless the hardships inflicted upon a 
portion of. the community through the 
change of methods are greater than the ad- 
vantage derived by the entire community. 
It Gevolves upon the sufferers in this case, 
the small dealers, to prove that their losses 
more than offset the gain to the public 
through cheaper prices. Many of them are 
forced out of business and are compelled to 
seek other means of earning a livelihood, 
but these changes are part of the develop- 
ment of every progressive community, and 
each individual should possess, in a measure 
at least, the faculty of adapting himself to 
changed conditions. The small dealers can, 
if they wish, unite and consolidate their cap- 
ital, thus securing to themselves the advan- 
tages of concentration. A decreased de- 
mand for real estate lowers its value, but 
did not the patronage of the public create 
that value in the first place? Is not the rent 
paid by these myriads of small stores, ulti- 
mately a tax upon the people, which it is to 
their interest to avoid if they can? The 
lessening of the number of stores gives the 
remaining ones an unfair advantage over 
their employés, a power which is frequently 
abused, and here ts the gravest evil of all, 
an evil which will tax the patience and in- 
tellect of the people to remedy. As long as 
the principle of competition is allowed full 
sweep and there is no combination among 
the department stores the interests of the 
purchasing public will be protected. With 
the growing strength and tntelligence of 
labor organizations the interests of the pro- 
ducing public will be cared for. As long as 
the public feel that they are better served by 
the department stores they will patronize 
them, and no act of legislation can deter 
them.

LABOR-SAVING MACHINES.

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MANY LARGE BUILDINGS PLANNED. 


Permits Issued for Four Costly Down- 
Town Structyres. 

Building permits issued last week were 
both numerous and important. Four were 
issued involving the expenditure of $100,000 
or over, as follows: W. A. Wells, twelve- 
story steel and stone building, $225,000; L. Z. 
Leiter, alterations to the Grand 4 Pacific 
Hotel, $100,000; C. H. McCormick, ‘twelve- 
story building, $200,000; E. K. Butler, twelve- 
story building, $100,000. 

W. A. Wells will begin the 1st of May the 
erection of a fine twelve-story building at 
the southeast corner of Clark and Harrison 
streets. It will cover an area 100x100 feet. 
The building will be of steel and stone con- 
struction, for office and store purposes, and 
will be strictly fireproof. It will replace an 
old frame building now on the premises and 
leased until the Ist of May. The ground 
is leased by Mr. Wells from J. E. Baker for 
ninety-nine years, expiring in 1989. Plans 
for the building have been made by Holabird 
& Roche. 

L, Z. Leiter took out the permit on Friday 
for the changes in the interior of the Grand 
Pacific and the addition of one story, the 
improvement noted in Tuwp TRIBUNE last 
summer. The cost of the alterations is 
placed at $100,000, although it will exceed 
this amount, according to the plais prepared 
by Jenney & Mundie. 

C. H. McCormick took out the permit and 
has the plans n ‘- ready for a fine twelve- 
story building the southeast corner of 
Adams street thee Fifth avenue. The build- 
ing will cover an area 144x110 feet. Mr. Mc- 
Cormick purchased the ground last summer 
from John McConnell and others for 
$555,000. The present building is occupied 
by miscellaneous tenants, whose leases do 
not expire immediately. Mr. Fetzer, agent 
for the building, says that if satisfactory 
arrangements can be made with the tenants 
the new structure will be erected next fall. 
Otherwise it will be postponed for a time. 

EK. K. Butler's new building jis designed 
for the premises at Nos. 52 and 4 State 
Street. It will be twelve stories high, 77 
by 85 feet, and will be of brick and steel 
construction This property was bought by 
Mr. Butler from John Kranz last year for 
$365,000. The present building has been re- 
cently improved at a cost of $10,000. As the 
present leases of the space inthe building do 
not expire until 1900 it is not probable that 
the new structure will be commenced this 
year. 

U.. E. Atwater will build a three-story 
apartment house in Forty-seventh street, 50 
feet east of St. Lawrence avenue. It will 
be 50 by 100 feet, and will cost $10,000. The 
extcrior will be of pressed brick and stone, 
and the interior will be divided into flats 
of four and five rooms each. 

Egan & Prindiville have awarded the con- 
tracts for the new Home for the Aged at 
Fullerton and Sheffield avenues. The build- 
ing will be four stories high, covering an 
area 130 by 130 feet, and will cost $75,000. 

Holabird & Roche have completed the 
plans for the new apartment house which 
John McConnell will build at the northeast 
corner of Division and Astor streets. The 
building will be seven stories high and will 
cost $75,000. It will be 119 by 57 feet, divided 
into apartments of seven and eight rooms 
each. The interior will be of fireproof con- 
struction, equal to any of the office build- 
ings. The entrance will be from Astor 
street and the vestibule will be of mosaic 
and marble. There will be eleven apart- 
ments, fitted with all the latest conveniences 
and finished in mahogany.

Casino Property. 


The transfer of the property at Nos. 227 
and 229 Wabash avenue by J. Edward 
Wynne to the Empire Theater company, 
mentioned in THE TRIBUNE of yesterday, is 
the consummation of a project formulated 
some time ago.

It is true, values have remained 
stationary in some directions—in some cases 
they are even lower. But for an explana- 
tion of that study population and the con- 
ditions which underlie its movements... It 
will be found that in acre property there 
has been a general advance far greater than 
most 6f us dream of. I could mention 
plenty of instances where acre tracts have 
doubled in value within the last five years, 
and this is demonstrated by actual transac- 
tions. Of course it is an easy matter for an 
ownergf land to puta certain value on his 
property, value which may be much higher 
than any purchaser will pay. ‘There are’ 
plenty of such fictitious values, and they es- 
tablish nothing. Actual sales are necessary 
to make a market price. It is actual sales 
that prove conclusively the doubling of 
values on tracts, for instance, in the south- 
western section of the city, since 1892. 

“These advantages were through no ef- 
forts of real estate boomers.

SUPPLIES ARE NOW MORE LIBERAL. 


Low Prices for Strawberries, Considering 
the Season. 

While the butter market was only moder- 
ately active the feeling was steady and sat- 
isfactory. Fancy goods were slow and 
relatively easier than other descriptions. 
Under grades and cheap goods were in good 
request and firm, so that the market av- 
eraged up well. Receipts for the week 
were smaller than for the previous 
week, but considerably heavier than for the 
same week last year. The consumptive de 
mand for eggs was active on local account, 
but the shipping trade was small. Large 
quantities are being placed in cold storage at 
country points. 

Commission merchants experienced diffi- 
culty in disposing of all the strawberries re- 
ceived. There was anxiety to clear up the 
market previous to Sunday, as the berries 
deteriorate fast, and lower prices were real- 
ized accordingly on some consignments. Ar- 
rivals were heavy Friday, and some were 
carried over, making the Saturday supply, 
with fresh receipts, somewhat excessive, al- 
though the demand on local account was 
fair. It was difficult to secure over 25c for 
choice berries in a wholesale way, and some 
sold at 20c. 

Garden produce was abundant, both home 
grown and Southern. Offerings of new 
turnips were liberal, and prices easier, but 
most of the stock was coarse and small. Green 
onions were more plentiful, with some choice 
stock from Southern Jllinois. Fine pie plant 
costs the grocer 8@Uc a pound. 

Fruit growers in Northern Indiana have fin- 
ished their investigations of damage done to the 
peach crops by the severe cold weather. They 
find that the crop will be almost a complete faii- 
ure, as the buds were frozen. Cold weather also 
injured smaller fruits, and the prospects are only 
a meeeeee crop. 
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SCARE ON STATE REPORT. 


ESTIMATE MADE BY ILLINOIS AU- 
THORITIES INDUCES BUYING. 


July-May Wheat Difference Is Nar- 
rowed Materially—Idverpool Still 
Unresponsive to Advances an This 
Side—Northwestern Receipts Are 
Much Less than Last Year—Provis- 
fons Developing Into a Broad Mar- 
ket—Hog Receipts Below Estimates 


The opposing influences in the wheat mar- 
ket yesterday were lower cables, showing 
indifference in Liverpool to advances on 
this side, and an exceedingly bullish Illinois 
State crop report. According to this report 
the winter wheat area of the State is re- 
duced over one-half and the probable yield 
is figured at less than 10,000,000 bu. The 
Significance of such a report becomes ap- 
parent when it is remembered that the yield 
of 1896 was 28,000,000 bu, while the yield in 
1895 was 19,000,000 bu. There was some 
commission héuses buying, which suggest- 
ed outside country orders, and the tendency 
on the report was to narrow down the dif- 
ference between May and July wheat. 
There was enough buying of the latter 
to bring the difference down from 2ic at 
the close Thursday night to 1%c. Argentine 
shipments were 216,000 bu for the week, as 
against 192,000 bu the previous week and 
1,024.000 bu the corresponding week of last 
year. Liverpool was off %4d to %d, Paris 
was fractionally higher, Antwerp was un- 
changed, and Berlin was a little lower. Ex- 
porters claim that they could not draw out 
bids from the other side. Northwestern 
receipts for the week were 1,490 cars, 
against 1,944 for the previous week and 
«885 for;the corresponding week of last 
year. The showing for the day’was favor- 
able at 109 cars, against 327 a week ago and 
541 a year ago. The reduced receipts in 
the Northwest are taken as more significant 
of the condition of the roads than of the 
marketing of wheat. 


Shorts Forced to Cover. 

In the local speculative market the cover- 
ing of short wheat for Barrett was a factor. 
It was a good deal of a Barrett market 
with St. Louis stronger than Chicago. The 
range during the early part of the session 
was narrow. During the last hour May 
wheat sold up as high as 72%, or &% to %c 
over the previous close. Calls ranged from 
73% to T3i%c, and the close was just below 
these privileges.’ Local receipts of wheat 
were nineteén cars, with a liberal out-inspec- 
tion of 53,000 bu. Sales of milling lots ag- 
gregated 50,000 bu. New York at the close 
of the market reported seven loads engaged. 
Clearances for the day were equivalent to 
210,000 bu. Primary receipts were 139,000 
bu. 

The market for provisions was broader 
than it has been before in a number of days. 
There was considerable outside buying and 
the strength now is on the increase in the 
speculative interest, a good cash demand, 
and a shortage in hogs. Receipts every day 
last week were lIess than the estimates. 
Yesterday the arrivals were 9,000, or 4,000 
less than the estimate. Prices were up 

5 to 10c. The estimates for Monday and for 
the week are 29,000 and 130,000, respectively. 
Liverpool was up on the entire provision list. 
Seven principal packing points had 26,000 
hogs, against 29,700 a year ago. Cudahy 
was credited with buying through brokers. 
Offerings of products were light and sales 
were on sellers’ rather than on buyers’ 
terms. At the close pork showed an ad- 
vance of 10c, lard, 2% to 5c, and ribs, 2\éc. 


Light Receipts of Coarse Grain. 


Coarse grain‘ruled firm, in sympathy with 
wheat, and on very light receipts. May corn 
sold up to 24% @24\4c, and closed at 24%¢c bid, 
May oats touched 17%c, and rested at 174@ 
1744c bid, a gain of %e. Corn receipts were 
only 80 cars, with 110 expected on Monday. 
Arrivals of oats were 220 cars, with 200 es- 
timated for Monday. Trade was mainly 
local, and of a moderate order. Pacaud was 
the heaviest seller both of corn and oats. 
Carringion-Hannah and Baldwin-Farnum 
were the largest buyers of corn. The cun- 
spicuous buying in oats was by Schwartz- 
Dupee, who took about 400,000 bu May. Ar- 
gentine shipments of corn were light at 40,- 
v00 bu, against 760,000 bu iast year. Clear- 
ances for the week from Atlantic andj gulf 
ports, according to Bradstreet’s, were 5,310,- 
000 bu, compared with 1,708,000 bu last year. 
Clearances reported yesterday were 873,631 
bu. Receipts at primary points for the 
week were 3,126,476 bu, against 3,87v-

for the same week in 1896. The 
demand for cash corn was brisk compared 
with the small supply.

Not an 
authoritative word on the subject can be 
secured from any local interest, but the opin- 
ion is generally entertained that a favorable 
outcome of the syndicate proposition is one 
of the things the immediate future will de- 
velop. While negotiations have probably 
not reached a stage where anything bas 
actually been done, it may safely be con- 
cluded that the tendency is toward a setile- 
ment. This view, generaiiy entertained, is 
sufficient to stimulate both gpeculative and 
investment purchasers, and to induce the 
short interest, which is said to be consider- 
able, to cover. 

The appreciation in price yesterday was 2 
points, the highest prices prevailing at the 
close, when 50 shares changed for the ac- 
count at 1387. The settlement price on regu- 
lar was madel point under this figure. First 
sales were at 135. After the early demand 
of the day had beem satisfied there was a 
reaction of % a point, followed by a quick 
recovery, and a firm close at top prices for 
the day. Offerings of the stock were far 
from free, and the purchases were made by 
about all the interests represented on the 
floor of the exchange. 

This movement in Match, however, should 
be looked on as more in the nature of a re- 
covery to a former high price than an ad- 
vance from a lower one, for the stock is still 
nearly 2 points under the settlement price 
of a week ago. Locally the stock has many 
friends, who are giving it support on a belief 
that whatever the outcome of the European 
deal its prospects are bright, based solely 
on the logical future of the property owing to 
the opering of Brazilian and other foreign 
territories not heretofore invaded. 

There was a little trade yesterday in street 
railway securities, but the demand for them 
was by no means pronounced. Transac- 
tions were recorded in Chicago City and 
North and West Chicago at higher prices 
for all three stocks. The former was the 
stronger, advancing 5 points from opening 
to close. There was not much Chicago City 
for sale, and the market had to be bid up

A convention made up of delegates select- 
ed by Mr. Hesiug’s friends has nominated 
him for Mayor.

Bach of these gentlemen declares that he 
believes in good government; that he ap- 
proves of all the reforms which have been 
made and desires to see still more secured. 
That being the case it ought to strike them 
that the cause of good government is not 
being helped by their erratic course. 

For all they can accomplish by staying in 
the race is to take away some votes from 
Judge Sears and thus strengthen Harrison, 
a man whom Messrs. Harlan and Hesing 
will unite in declaring a most scandalously 
unfit candidate, whose election would be a 
calamity.

The anti-reformers will speak of them as 
visionaries who are ignorant of practical 
politics and have not sense enough to run 
a city campaign—not even to run a primary. 

Since reform is what Messrs. Hesing and 
Harlan want the first thing for them to do 
is to reform themselves by getting out of 
the way. They simply block the road. 
They distract the attention of the peuple. 
If ever “ wisdom’s triumph is well-timed 
retreat” it isnow. Pray get out. 


A correspondent of THe TRIBUNE &s- 
serts, in a letter printed Saturday, that the 
Mayor of Chicago can close all the saloons 
which sell liquor on Sunday—there are over 
6,000 of them—by revoking their licenses 
or procuring a writ of quo warranto from 
the courts under which those licenses can be 
revoked. 

This would be the case if the City Coun- 
cil had made it part of the duty of the 
Mayor to keep the saloons from selling or 
giving away liquor on the first day of the 
week—the day when, according to the Jew- 
ish-Chaldean account, the work of crea- 
tion began. If the Council were to make 
the sale of liquor on that day a_breach of 
a saloon license then it would be the duty 
of the Mayor to revoke the license of an 
offender, and the courts would sustain him 
in so doing. 

Prior to 1874 there was an ordinance 
against the sale of liquor on Sunday. It 
had been in force for forty years. Some 
times it was enforced and sometimes it was 
not. In 1873 the question before the people 
was whether that ordinanée should be en- 
forced or repealed. The repealers won by 
. nearly two to one, and twenty-three years 
ago a saloon license ordinance was adopted 
by a Democratic Council authorizing the 
sale of liquor on Sunday. 

Every saloon license which a Mayor signs 
allows the licensee tosellon Sunday. May- 
ors who have refused to sign such licenses 
have been mandamused by the courts, 
which have held the Mayor must grant a 
license when the conditions imposed by the 
ordinance are complied with. As he cannot 
refuse to sign a license because it empowers 
the licensee to sell on Sunday he cannot re- 
voke it because the licensee does sell on 
Sunday. 

Those persons who think the Mayor and 
his police ought to close the saloons on Sun- 
day should first give them the power to do 
so. The path is plain before them. They 
have only to elect a Council which will re- 
peal the ordinance of 1874, which legalizes 
the sale of liquor on Sunday, and readopt 
the old ordinance which was repealed in 
that year. 

It is more than likely that if the question 
were reapbmitted to the people they would 
give a majority of more than 100,000 
against a return to the old order of things. 
But until that adverse majority is wiped 
out the Mayor will be powerless to revoke 
licenses for selling liquor on Sunday and 
will be given no writs of quo warranto by 
the courts. 

There is a State law making it a misde 
meanor punishable by fine to seH liquor on 
Sunday. It has been on the statute books 
for nearly eighty years. But it is not the 
duty of the Mayor to set his police to hunt 
after persons who may be violating that 
law and have them punished. That was 
decided in the case of the Mayor of La 
Salle, who was indicted because saloons 
were selling liquor on Sunday and he did 
not stop it. 

The trial. court quashed the indictment, 

holding in substance that it was ho more 
‘the “duty” of the Mayor to bring these 
alleged misdemeanants to justice than it 
was the “ duty ” of any other citizen. Any 
citizen of Chicago who cares enough about 
the matter to do so can. collect ev 
against a saloonkeeper who sells rape: on 
Sunday and prosecute him.

informed. It is strange, therefore, that he 
should be ignorant of this La Salle de- 
cision and should have forgotten the mu- 
nicipal legislation of 1874, which the courts 
have accepted and the people approved of— 
or they would repeal it. 

No person familiar with the facts will 
seek to inject this Sunday saloon question 
into a municipal campaign except for the 
exclusive purpose of stirring up strife and 
calling off the attention of the people from 
questions which demand settlement to a 
question which was settled years ago. 

Even the Democrats, though needing all 
the help they can get, do not venture to lug 
in the Sunday saloon question. They squint 
at it when they dwell on their devotion to 
“personal liberty.” But they feel that it 
would be absurd to attempt to make the 
voters believe that their Sunday beer is in 
any danger. 


THE PASSING OF THE OPERA. 
For the first time in the musical history 
of Chicago the spectacle has been presented 


of an operatic management scaling down, 


the prices of seats before a season is fin- 
ished, all which goes to slow either that 
Italian opera has lost its hold upon the 
popular fancy- or that the relations of audi- 
ences to the opera have changed. It is 
likely that the latter theory is the correct 
one. People hitherto have been patient and 
long suffering so far as one of their most 
favorite forms of entertainment is con- 
cerned. They have borne with repeated 
changes of cast and of operas, with all the 
whims and caprices of these fickle song 
birds who have been spoiled with adulation 
and admiration, with the petty tyranny at 
times of impresarios, with not receiving 
a quid pro quo, and even with extortionate 
prices made necessary by overpaid artists, 
and have not only made no complaint but 
have gone to representations as cheerfully 
as martyrs go to the stake. 

Now, however, the people have risen in 
revolt and have given the management an 
object lesson which in the future should 
have wholesome results. What has been 
the cause of it? On the one hand it has 
been attributed to the fact that the opera 
season began on the eve of. Lent. 
however, is an absurd tlieory, since during 
the last twenty-five or thirty years the 
Lenten season has been a favorite time for 
opera in Ohicago, and heretofore has always 
been successful. The pretty fiction that the 
votaries of fashion go into retirement in 
Lent, wear sackcloth, sprinkle themselves 
with ashes, feed upon lentils, and sit upon 
stools of repentance was long ago dissi- 
pated. On the other hand, some have at- 
tributed the average small audiences to the 
hard times, and among these we find Mr. 
Schoeffel, one of the partners, declaring 
that Chicago is “ dead broke and there is 
iso money there.” Mr. 8. pathetically adds: 
“The theaters are doing wretchedly, and 
there does not seem to be a cent in town.” 
Al' of which is, of course, ridiculous. When 
Mr. Schoeffel and Mr. Grau have given a 
dollar’s worth for a dollar, or as near that 
ratio as it was possible to get, the Audito- 
rium Has been crowded to the 4tandard of 
flush times. When they have not done so 
the troupe has sung to hundreds instead of 
thousands. 

The trouble lies neither on Lent nor with 
hard times. It is to be found in the fact 
that they brought a crippled troupe here 
and charged the same prices as for a com- 
plete troupe. The opening day’s sale for 
the season. pointed unerringly to the result. 
It sent a shiver through the box office, and 
yet the short-sighted management kept up 
the regulation prices, though they had but 
one drawing prima donna, They knew that 
there was no hope of the appearance of 
Melba, Eames, or Nordica, and the people 
knew it. They knew, or they now know, 
that one prima donna, even though she is 
Calvé, cannot carry a season on her shoul- 
ders. They knew, or now know, that 
the strong masculine combination, even in- 
cluding the De Reszkes, cannot be relied 
upon to draw large paying audiences. If 
the manager had adopted the same policy at 
the beginning of the first week which he 
has announced for the last week he would 
have been better off in pocket. He should 
have marked down his goods to something 
like their value, and then his eounter would 
have been crowded. He should have known 
that people would not pay a four prime 
donne price for one prima donna, and that 
four prime donne have more drawing powers 
than all the masculine artists in the world. 
This is all there is to thie operatic failure. 
Chicago is not squeamish in Lent, nor is it 
dead broke by a long shot. But it wants 
something like an equivalent for its money. 
It is a healthy sign, so far as opera is con- 
cerned, that it does. This lesson must be 
heeded. It will be of no use next season to 
demand a guaranty, as has been threatened, 
unless the troupe is complete and the per- 
formance worth the price. In that case, 
however, no guaranty will be needed. 


THE PROPOSED TARIFF BILL. 

Congress will meet on Monday. A day or 
two only will be needed to organize in, and 
by that time the Committee on Ways and 
Means should be ready to hand in its tariff 
bill, which is nearly completed. 

The committee has done well in some re- 
spects, and in others it has done badly and 
should reverse its action before the bill is 
reported to the House. It has left the cot- 


ton schedule of the present law unchanged, | 


which is proper. It has not made many 
changes in the metal schedule, where the | 
rates are too high now. 

When the United States can secure steel 
rail contracts in Japan, underbidding En- 
glish and Belgian competitors, what is the 
object of a duty of $7.80 a ton on steel rails? 
It can give the government no revenue, and 
is only an inducement to manufacturers to 
form syndicates and rob consumers. 

The duties on agricultural products lio 
been raised. They shouldbe. The farmers 
are entitled to more protection than-they 
have now. There is an advance in the 
duties on chemicals, but the rates are not 
those of the McKinley law. That law has 
been followed closely only as regards wine 
and spirits, tobacco, some miscellaneous 
articles, and—unfortunately—wool. 

While the duties on that atticle are the 
same as in the act of 1890 they are in reality 
higher. Wool is so much cheaper now than 
it was that year that a specific duty of 11 
cents a pound gives more “ protection ” to 
the ranchmen of the semi-arid regions than 
it did then. : 

The heavy duties on wool and woolens 
worked very badly seven yeags ago. It is 
impossible to understand how members ,of 
the committee who are fully aware of that 
fact can fancy that duties which will bea 
little higher can be beneficial now to the 


| country or to their party. 


- It is claimed that this bill will produce 
seventy millions more revenue than the 
present law. That much more revenue is 
needed, but this bill will not provide it for 
the next fiscal year unless it goes through 
Congress like a streak of greased lightning.

| almost two years’ supply. Dress goods and 


cloths will be rushed in in great quantities. 

Prices will go up, but the revenues of the 
government will not be swelled. Whero the 
duties are too high importations will de- 
crease and the expected gains in revenue 
will not be secured. Then there will be 
disappointment all around. 

The committee is going to call its bill 
“An act to provide revenue for the govern- 
ment and to protect the industries of the 
United States.” That is the kind of an 
act the people want. But alaw which gives 
protection where it is not needed will not 
provide revenue but will protect trusts and 
syndicates. Before the committee reports 
its bill it should strike out any provisions 
which will be at variance with its title. 


DEATH OF HENRY DRUMMOND, 

By the death of Prof. Henry Drummond 
the world has lost not alone a scholar of 
high scientific attainments, a philosopher of 
varied and close observation, and an author 
of no mean ability, but a high type of the 
Christian gentleman, whose teachings and 
example have been a beneficence to thou- 
sands. In a word, he was a pronounced re- 
ligionist, controlled by the scientific habit. 
The ethics of religion were a part of his 
nature; the methods of science belonged to 
his stholarly equipment... The product of 
the two was a liberality of thought and de- 
cision which was not always acceptable to 
the advanced scientist on the one hand or 
to the conservative orthodox on the other. 
But Prof. Drummond had a message for the 
large number of people between these two 
extremes., It was delivered in no uncer- 
tain manner and was accepted with delight 
by thousands. It was not the motto of a 
creed or a sect, but it was a declaration for 
which these thousands had long waited. It 
brought hope and sunshine into life and it 
infused the warmth of love into the Chris 
tian system. 

Prof. Drummond belonged to a family of 
scholars and clergymen, and his career illus- 
trated the results of this heredity. He was 
liberally educated, his bent being towards 
the study of theology and science, upon both 
of which themes he subsequently lectured, 
gaining world-wide fame. He was fond of 
travel and it enriched his stores of informa- 
tion. Nearly all his books are religio-scien- 
tific in character. His first publication, 
“Natural Law in the Spiritual World,” 
aroused evangelical antagonism; nor were 
the strictly orthodox any more inclined to 
accept his avolutionary works, “* The Evo- 
lution of Man” and “ The Ascent of Man.” 
While strict scientists might applaud him 
as far as he had gone, they regretted that he 
had not gone farther on the lines of Darwin, 
Huxley, Tyndall, and Spencer. 

The unscientific and undogmatic world 
meanwhile hailed with delight the little vol- 
umes, scarcely larger than leaflets, which 
rApidly followed each other and originally 
were delivered as lectures. Among them 
are “ The City Without a Church,” “ Pax 
Vobiscum,” “The Changed Life,” ** The 
Greatest Thing in the World,” and others, 
The last named made a deep impression. Its 
circulation is enormous. It has traversed 
the whole reading world in numerous trans- 
lations and has already become one of the 
famous books of the time. The beautiful 
character of the writer shone out resplend- 
ent in this little work. It was like a new 
evangel. It removed many doubts and sat- 
isfied many longings. It swept away dog- 
mas, forms, ceremonies, and cant, and with 
scientific exactness went to the vary core 
of the Christian system. It gave a higher 
meaning to life and invested it with tender- 
ness, beauty, and charity. iad Prof. 
Drummond written no other work than this 
it would have characterized him as a scholar 
and devout thinker with a distinct message 
to the worid, to its happy as well as to its 
unhappy, to its saints as well as to its sin- 
ners. And the life of the man was an out- 
ward and shining example of his teachings. 


COMPARE THE 1894 AND 1896 ELECTIONS. 

The promise by the Democratic candidate 
for Mayor that if elected he will restore as 
far as possible all the municipal conditions 
that prevailed during the Hopkins adminis- 
tration contains a serfous menace to peace- 
ful and honest elections. The reputable 
citizens of this, like every other community 
in the country, irrespective of political affili- 
ation, have put forth the greatest effort to 
secure honest elections. They have realized 
that with the debauchery of the ballot box 
their birthright es citizens of the republic is 
a mockery, and that their personal interests, 
their homes, and the fate of the Nation even 
are gravely jeopardized. The most learned 
political economists, the most practical poll- 
ticians of honest purpose, have devoted their 
best thought to setting up safeguards about 
this sacred privilege of voting, and every 
step forward toward a perfected system has 
been hailed with genuine rejoicing every- 
where. It has become an axiom among 
honest citizens that all other considerations 
must be sacrificed to the one purpose of mak~ 
ing the ballot box the faithful exponent of 
the will of the people, and that no communi- 
ty could be beset by a more hideous peril 
than that its elections should be controlled — 
by any form of corruption. 

In the light of these truths what must be 
thought of an effort to return to the munici- 
pal conditions at the close of the Hopkins ad- 
ministration? The election of that year— 
1894—will ever be memoreble in the political 
history of Chicago. The publicinterest was 
intense. The vote was larger than ever be- 
fore. The municipal machinery was exact- 
| ly of a kind that Mr. Harrison hepes to re- 
store tocontrol. And what wasdone? The 
will of the people’ was registered in a tur- 
moil and carnival of violence that will for- 
ever be a blot on the name of Chicago. At 
more than 100 polling places there were 
slugging, organized and systematic intimi- 
dation, and at one even murder. Gangs of 
thugs infested the precincts to drive Repub- 
licans from the booths. Ribald abuse, gross 
insult, the particular form of violence that 
seemed best suited to the individual as- 
sailed, were adopted to deter the honest 
voter, while the Democratic heelers and re- 
peaters were hurried through the farce of 
depositing ballots. Even women were 
struck by these ruffians. 

At some pol!s the effrontery of the organ- 
ized gangs did not dare to resort to more 
than semi-violence, at others even murder- 
ous assault was indulged fn freely, and be- 
tween these two extremes every variety of 
intimidation was somewhere practiced. And 
where were the police? ~They were part of 
the machinery of cotruption. They wore 
their uniforms because they were pledged 
to abet this o ge. They were under par- 
tisan control and under partisan orders.

What was the situation two years later, 
in 1896, under Mayor Swift and a Repub- 
lican administration? Everybody remem- 
bers what an orderly election that was. 
Men went to,the polls and voted, secure 
from any intimidation or delay and pro- 
tected by a Police Department employed to 
serve the people and not a gang of politi- 
cians. Their votes were cast without hin- 
drance and counted honestly by faithful ° 
officials, and when the result was announced 
it was known of all men that that result 
was the honest expression of the opinion of 
the electorate of Chicago. No favors were 
shown to any particular political faith; 
there was no discrimination. The charac- 
ter of this election was a source of un- 
feigned joy to the reputable people in Chi- 
cago. But it is not of a kind that pleases 
Mr. Harrison. He wants to retufn to the 
methods employed under the Hopkins ré- 
gime. He says that if elected he will re- 
turn to those methods. What do the citi- 
zens of Ohicago say to that? 
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“AMENITIES OF PHILOLOGY.” ; 
A short article on the “ Amenities of 
Philology,” by Edwin W. Bowen, in the 
current issue of the North American Re- 
view, presents some interesting comparisons 
between the faat-fading dialects of certain 
sections of the United States and cus- 
toms of speech that were common a couple 
of centuriesago. Mr. Bowen considerethat 
the various dialect authors of the day are 
doing the public a great service “im pre- 
serving in their books types of people and 
their speech which a wave of oblivion is 
rapidly sweeping away.” This ‘ wave” 
of course is directed by education, the print- 
ing press, and the railroad, before which 
trinity of leavening power dialectal peculi- 
arities are fast disappearing. The curious 
point is raised by Mr. Bowen in tracing the 
origin of certain dialects that— 
If one will examine the speéch of the negro— 
and of the native born illiterate white, it matters 
not whether the latter be from New England or 


from the South, one will find that, barring certain - 
provincialisms peculiar to their respective homes, 
their language has much in common, and to the 
student of historic English it exhibits indisputable 
evidence of its affinity with the English of the 
seventeenth century. 

In support of this assertion Mr. Bowen 
brings up such words as “ handkercher,” 
“ar” (air), “ pint” (point), “ pison ”’ (poi- 
son), “ gwine”’ (going), “ atrant ” (errand), © 
“ onatur ” (creature), “ arth” (earth), all of 
which he has found common to the “ Yankee 
dialect” and to the negro dialect. These 
pronunciations were standard in the seven- 
teenth century, and when the development 
of the language left them in disuse by edu- 
¢ated people they still survived among the 
illiterate. Mr. Bowen then explains: . 

The language of the seventeenth century was 
brought to America by the early settlers and was 
taught the slaves, and the tongue which the illit- 
erate negroes then learned to speak they have pre- 
served, without an} material change, down to the 
present generation. Since this is the case, we 
cannot then be surprised to find upon examination 
that many of their dialectal pronunciations and 
locutions are to be traced back to classic authors 
of an earlier period—yea, even to Shakspeare him- 
self. In this sense it is doubtless true that many 
of the fossilized pronunciations of our iflliterates 
are much nearer the language of, and are more in- 
telligible to, Shakspeare and Milton than present 
standard English. 

The old negro who “ had no conscientious 
scruples about ‘axing’ his ‘ole marster’ 
if the latter were at all tardy in offering him 
any desired help ” might raise a smile today 
with his “axing,” but would have been 
using language entirely acceptable to Tyn- 
dale, who tramslated the scriptural injunc- 
tion so that it read: “‘ Axe and it shall be 
given you.” The first Englieh printer, Cax- 
ton, also used the same form. Chaucer 
naturally is rich in similar examples, such 
as “* kiver,” +6 driv,” +6 holp,” “ writ,” and 
“rid,” and Mr. Bowen relates a serious 
play on words containing “rid” as the 
chief feature, in which the joker remarked 
to his friend who had come up to London 
to see a play of “ Orpheus and Eurydice ”: 
“You ca up to town, I suppose, to see 
Orpheus, but you rid, I see,” alluding to the 
mud with which he was bespattered. Mr. 
Bowen attributes many of tlilese old relics 
to Shakspeare, and says: : 

Shakspeare, who could not resist the temptation 
to play on words, furnishes us additional] proof of 
his versatility and ingenuity in his apt recognition 
of the obsolescent pronunciation of many words of 
his time, which he turned to good account. Hence 
so many of his witticisms. In ** Henry IV.,”" for 
instance, Falstaff says: ‘‘ If reasons were as plen- 
tiful as blackberries I would give no man @ reason 
upon compulsion,’ thus playing upon the old pro- 
nunciation of raisins with which we are all fa- 
miliar, Thus he plays upon the, antiquated pro- 
nunciation of Rome as room when in ** Julius 
Cesar’ Cassius says of Cmsar’s ——- ambi- 
tion, which o’erleaped itseif: 

** Now is it Rome, indeed, and eeinis enough, 

When there is in it but one only man.”’ 


It might be possible to multiply such illus- 
trations almost indefinitely, for few of the . 
dialect phrases in common use fh this coun- 
try have hada localorigin. But their death- 
knell has been sounded’ by the spread of 
education, and it must be confessed that 
when the “ wave” reaches the Southern

AMERICAN ACTORS LONG FOR LONDON 


Their Success There, However, Will 
Depend Chiefly on the Acumen 
l of Their Managers. 


With the growing power of the dominant 


form in American theatrical matters there. 


seems to be some chance for American act- 
ors appearing with success in London, thus 
retaliating in a measure for the many dollars 
which have gone across the Atlantic into 
the pockets of foreign artists. Mr. Daly is 
as yet the only American who has gained a 
firm hold in the British capital. His success 
is due to a long experience in management, 
without which Miss Ada Rehan’s talent 
would never have impressed itself. upon 
audiences in the other Daly’s theater in 
Leicester square. 

It is a frequent complaint that American 
actors are never accorded fair play in Lon- 
don, and a complaint. which rests upon a 
solid basis of underlying facts. But the 
fault has nearly always lain with the man- 
agement rather than with the public. No 
allowance has been made for the in- 
evitable difference in the point of view; it 
has been taken for granted that pieces which 
are successful here are certain of success 
abroad, simply because the successes of a 
London season are generally accepted here. 

The two contrary propositions are by no 
meanstrue. Evena London success may fail 
in America, as is proved by the unfortunate 
experiences of the Bourchiers, and it certain- 
ly requires a manager of considerable 
acumen, with a knowledge of both countries, 
to foresee a long run in London for any 
play which has done well in the United 
States. 

Possibly Mr. Charles Frohman may be 
able, with the great mass of good material 
under his contro}, to select what is most 
suitable for the British market. Hecertain- 
ly holds a winning card in Gillette’s “* Secret 
Service,’”’ which goes to London at the close 
of the Boston engagement. Mr. Gillette’s 
romantic drama of the war time has plenty 
of the genuine local’ color which appeals 
strongly to an English’ audience, besides 
being a wonderfully fine piece of construc- 
tion on its own merits; Consequently there 
is a probability of an American actor and 
author, in one and the same person, drawing 
large royalties from British purses—an al- 
most unheard of state of affairs.

Prof. Dimbleby is the premier chronolo- 
gist of the British Chronological and Astro- 
nomical Association of London and the first 
calculator of eclipses and transits.

As one reads the “* New Era” he is struck 
with the recurrence of these periods of 1,260 
and 2,520 years as applied to the Bible and 
astronomy.

"Gentile and Jewish times continue 2,520 
years each. 

The cycle or team of seventy eclipses is 
eighteen years, after which they reoccur in 
the same order. Therefore eighteen teams of 
seventy eclipses are 1,260 years and thirty- 
six teams are 2,520 years. 

The period of 360 years is first found in 
the Bible, and when the Bible was first trans- 
lated mto Greek, 277. B. C., Euclid used 360 
to demonstrate that “angles of measure- 
ment” from the center of a circle are pro- 
portional to the arcs on which they stand. 

Eratosthenes constructed his tables from 
Daniel’s “‘time’’ of 360 years. 

Hipparchus, 140 B. C., used the spheroid 
of 360 degrees for mapping out the heavens 
and constructing a chart of the stars. 

The geometrical circle of 360 degrees, or 
24 meridians of 15 degrees each, produce all 
the dates of the eclipses. 

And this “360” is the basis of all time 
measurements mentioned in the Bible. 

Biblical Time Exact. 


One feature about Prof. Dimbleby’s work 
will strike the casual reader as odd. He as- 
serts that Biblical time is not a vague, in- 
definite period, as so many believe, but is, on 
the contrary, exact scientific time; and when 
the prophets spoke they referred to exact

tributary to Rome in 3970, and when it fell 
into the hands of the Saracens in 463644, com- 
pleted the 666 years of subjection to Roman 
rule. 

Second, the date for the beginning of the 
Gentile times in 3376%4 is obtained from two 
passages of scripture. Ezekiel dates all his 
years from the captivity, 3406%. He also 
states that the captivity year was in the 
thirtieth year of the then new empire of 
Babylon. Deduct this thirty years from 
3406144and we have 3376 for the precise com- 
mencement of Gentile times. 

This also shows the starting point of both 
Jewish and Gentile dates, which are thus 
just thirty years apart, and should be ob- 
served in following the different dates. 

Gentile times and Jewish times both began 
at one point—the middle of the fifth year of 
the solar cycle—and they are to end at the 
same point. ‘The middle of the true year, 
3376%4, corresponds to our Baster. Add to 
this the 2520 years which, it is said, the 
Gentile times will last, and it will end in 
5896%, our 1898, though to obtain this it 
must be remembered that the English or 
calendar year, as above stated, is one and 
three-quarter years too fast, as is known 
and recognized by astronomers. 

That the year 5896 A. M. will be 1898 A, 
D. is proved by the astronomical fact that 
the eclipses tabulated to occur in the astro- 
nomical year 5896 are exactly the same as 
those which will-occur in our 1898; hence the 
years are identically the same. And as- 
tronomers, by eclipse and transit lines know 
that 5896 is the true computation for those 
events. 

So if the old saying that “ figures do not 
lie ’” is true, this old earth will begin to wind 
up its affairs and squafe accounts next year. 


Proving Creation Year. 


Recognizing the necessity of a- starting 
point, Prof. Dimbleby figures out creation 
year thus: 

The Hebrews divided the A. M. vear 
straight from the creation in order to ob- 
tain their seventh or Sabbatic years, and 
as these Sabbatic years were also the 
seventh years of all the astronomical lines 
of planetary motion—eclipses, transits, 
solar cycles, and the Metouic cycle—the 
biblical line of years from creation must he 
absolutely correct. 

These seventh or Sabbatic years are ob 
tained from four sources: 

First—Biblical statements. 

Second—History of the Maccabees. 

Third—The writings of Josephus. 

Fourth—By astronomical tables, and of 
these there are five sets, so the evidence of 
each is independent of all the others. No 
seventh years could be proved unless the 
chain of time by which they are produced 
starts from creation year... 

For instance, the Israelites left Egypt in 
the year 2513, which was a Sabbatic year, 
because it can be divided by seven without 
a remainder. It is also a proof ef the 
exodus year. This line of 2513 years must 
have a beginning in the year 1, when th 
solar and linear years started together and 


formed the foundation of all astronomical 
phenomena. 


Will This Prophecy Be Fulfilled? 


Having completed his calculations and 
chain of argument, Prof. Dimbleby asks the 
pointed and interesting question: 
at God complete his prophecies in 

In answering this question he points out 
that sixteen of the seventeen prophecies 
were fulfilled at the exact times predicted, 
and concludes this seventeenth and last one 
also will be fulfilled. Hé asserts his belief 
that the year 1898 will witness the end of 
civil government and the institution of 
divine, accompanied by the advent of Christ, 
the resurrection, the judgment, and the 
millennium. 

But while asserting belief in momentous 
changes in 1898 involving fulfillment of 
prophecy, he also says the “ end’ does not 
necessarily mean the destruction of the 
world in that year, but its improvement by 
means known alone to the Almighty. 

*“‘It is, indeed, another creation,’”’ he says, 
“higher and better than when man was in- 
troduced.’”’ 


One Significant Fact. 


One significant fact is that the writer 
throughout has mentioned no church nor 
creeds.

A curious instance of the temper of audi- 
ences—fhow it is sometimes shown and how 
it is sometimes misinterpreted—was notice- 
able.at Hooley’s Theater on Monday evening 
en the occasion of the opening of Mr. Will- 
ard’s engagement in Chicago after an ab- 
sence of three years. It will be remembered 
by all who have seen him that this great 
artist takes no curtain calls—in the ordinary 
sense of the wordduring the performance. 
If the applause is such as to warrant the 
raising of the curtain he forms a tableau 
on the stage which continues, so to speak, 
the spirit of the scene, and hse repeats this 
as often as the curtain is raised, but varying 
the tableau on each occasion. It is certainly 
much more artistic than the more common 
usage, and in Mr. Willard’s case his consis- 
tency in never departing from this plan l.as 
been commented upon so much that one 
might reasonably suppose every one to know 
his principles in this matter. If the audi- 
ence wishes to see him ‘in propria per- 
sona,’’ and perhaps hear a few remarksfrom 
him, he holds himself in readiness to appear 
thus at the close of the play. Weil, the 
other evening at Hooley’s there was a re- 
markable outburst of applause after the 
third. act—the scene in which we are permit- 
ted to follow Cyrus Blenkarn thrdéugh the 
thrilling circumstances of the final discovery 
of the secret of the old porcelain. The cur- 
tain was raised repeatediy, but ench time 
only to disclose still another tableau made 
up of the characters who were upon the 
stage when the curtain fell, and each tableau 
composed in such a matter as to carry on 
still further the sentiment of the close of 
the act. But it was evident that the audience 
desired an opportunity to greet the actor as 
Mr. Willard and not as Cyrus Blenkarn, and 
consequently the applause continued stead~ 
ily. After a number of these tableaux had 
been shown, in gratification of the applause, 
the orchestra, evidently by a prearrange- 
ment, began to play the entre act music, but 
the applause did not abate one jot. But here 
is the point of the entire matter—from the 
very instant in which the orchestra began 
to play this demonstration ceased to be ap- 
plause of the acting, and became merely an 
evidence of obstinacy on the part of the 
denizens of the gallery, who wished to see 
whether or not they could get the last word 
in the matter. Quite properly they failed) as 
with the greatest nonchalance the musicians 
continued.at their work, although not one 


| note of the music could beheard. It was at 


this point that some one Was overheard say- 
ing: “‘ What a pity that he should not rec- 
ognize all this applauge!’’ But there is the 
very mistake—it was not applause any 
longer, it was merely the noisy expression of

This comprehension extends just as clear- 
ly to the chorus. Instead of being gotten 
up in the conventional a-dozen-of-each-kind 
variety, there is followed out different make- 
up and the individuality in action as well. 
In the piece there are several really excellent 
character studies in this branch of the or- 
ganization. 

The music is cleverly woven for the entire 
ensemble, excepting the few numbers men- 
tioned and a charming song or two for “ Kit- 
ty ’’ (Miss Lucy’Carr Shaw),.Nora, Shamus’ 
wife (Miss Annie Roberts), and the Captain 
(Mr. Reginald Roberts). The story itself re- 
quires quickness and directness in the telling. 
Two strong situations in the piece are those 
in which Shamus, the rebel, caught-vat last 
by the British soldiery, tells his little son as 
he leaves to remember that Ireland has 
been first with his father, and in the final 
act when he passes through the village in 
the cart on his way to execution. In,this 
Jatter there is a skillful study of a wife's 
‘heart and her endeavor to sustain her hus- 
band in this last terrible extremity; the 
thought of the. indelible impression it will 
leave upon the mind of the child, and her own 
desolation. 

She says to the boy: “ Smile, for father 
is coming,’ holds him up to the man, who 
kisses him three times, then stoops to kiss 
his wife—the last kiss. Then the courage 
that has held him up through all the pre- 
vious conflicts almost deserts him. Father 
O'Flynn, as genuine an Irish character as 
could well be imagined, grasps a knife, say- 
ing: ** This is too much,”’ and Shamus is 
seen the next instant escaping up the 
mountain side. 

The informer, Mike Murphy, so cleverly 
played by Mr. O’Mara, shot instead, gives 
the pathos to this climax, which holds such 
pleasant release. Through love for Nora 
he has been led to try to ruin her life. In 
his last moment he kisses her cloak. She, as 
well as the peasantry, have forgotten every- 
thing but Shamus. Only the priest remem- 
bers him, and raises his hands in blessing as 
the man’s life goes out. 

Mr. J. G. Shuter staged the piece in this 
country, and ijn respect to smoothriess it re- 
calls *“*‘ His Excellency” done here a year 
ago.

Plot of Stange and Edwards’ Latest 
Opera and the Cast. 

“ Brian Boru,” Stange and Edwards’ lat- 
est opera, will be given a first Chicago pres- 
entation at the Columbia Theater this even- 
ing. 
“ Brian Boru” is founded on some of the 


tales of the career of the famous Munster 
chieftain of that name, who became chief 
King of Ireland at the end of the tenth cent- 
ury. The libretto is the work of Mr. Stan- 
isiaus Stange and the music was composed 
by Mr. Julian Edwards, who collaborated in 
the production of ‘“‘Madelaine ’’ and “‘ Friend 
Fritz,’’ and Lillian Russell’s opera, ‘‘ God- 
Gcess of Truth.”

He will 
play Mackenzie’s. new fantasia at the Philhar- 
monic, and at the Crystal Palace on March 20 he 
will perform Chopin's F’ minor concerte and Liszt’s 
concerto in E fiat. He will also give six recitals 
in the provinces, but his appearances in England 
will be strictly Iimited to those engagements. 
A fragment of an opera begun by Wagner in 1838 
and never finished, cailed ‘‘ Die Hochzeit,’’ has 
been bought by an English woman for $500. Wag- 
ther wrote the libretto and composed an introduc- 
tion, a chorus, and a septet, but stopped, as his 
sister did not like the plot. It is a bride’s wedding 
night, and a friend of the bridegroom, mad with 
jealousy, climbs to the bedroom window of the 
woman. There is a struggie, and the stalwart 
bride hur's the maniac into the courtyard below, 
with his head battered in. At his funeral the 
woman falls dead over his corpse. This cheerful 
story was Wagner's first operatic libretto, and he 
was barely 20.

WHY WILLIAM HATES THE GREEK. 


German Emperor’s Objection to His 
Sister Sophia’s Joining the Greek 
Church Was Disregarded., 


Newspaper readers following the present 
European complications have doubtless won- 
dered at the German Emperor's attitude 
toward Greece, of which country his sister 
Sophia hopes to be Queen some day. 

The former Princess Sophia of Prussia, 
now Crown Princess of the Hellenes and 
Duchess of Sparta, has not been on good 
terms with wer imperial and imperious 
brother from the day, three or four years 
ago, when she first declared her intention 
to join the Greek Church. The Emperor 
made strenuous opposition to this resolve, 
but the Duchess, after explaining that she 
had been in no way coerced, either by her 
husband or his family, to take the step, 
quietly put an end to the discussion by em- 
bracing the faith of her future subjects. 

Since then the Princess Sophia has become 
a@ stranger in her native city, and her name 
is never evén mentioned at the Berliu court. 

The Cretan incident afforded the Kaiser 
the first opportunity to punish Princess 
Sophia and her husband. It was he who 
proposed that the Pirzus be blockaded at 
once. The Crown Princess of the Hellenes 
has become one of the most popular women 
of Athens, where she leads all movements 
to benefit womankind and aid the poor. Of 
late she has becomé the patroness of a so- 
ciety for the introduction of a new national 
dress. She is also at the head of an organi- 
zation for furnishing wholesome food to the 
poor at cost price, and the poor school chil- 
dren receive free noonday meals at her ex- 
pense every day in the year. 


WALL PAPER FOR THE NURSERY. 


Little Ones Revel in Decorations 
Drawn from Fairy Tales and 
Tinted {n Primary Colors. 
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For the walls of the nursery select a pat- 
tern which will amuse the little folks. 
Primary colors please them, and by avoid- 
ing green, which is not hygienic, one can 
obtain a safe, wall picture-book at almost 
nominal cost. Mother Goose, Walter 
Crane’s delightful fairy tales, the nursery 
favorites drawn from old German sources, 
all give suggestions for these papers. Red 
Riding Hood is best omitted, on account of 
the possible alarm caused in baby minds by 
the sight of the wolf lying in bed. 

But scenes of English sports—fox hunters 
galloping in their pinks, hounds in full cry 
over the grass country, scenes of French 
peasant life—may be used if the mother has 
not decided upon a fairy tale wall paper.

FIGHT IN A RELIGION. 


RISE OF AN INDEPENDENT CATHOLIC 
MOVEMENT IN CRICAGO. 


Handling of Church Money Matters Is 
Said to Underlie a Loug Period of 
Factional Fights—Sectders Have 
Made Rapid Progress in Their New 
Parishes—Now Find Themselves in 


Need of a Reguiariy Ordained | 


(Continued from thirty-third page.) 


worshiping. Put the two side by side and 
then people will know what this movement 
-here amounts to.” 

Seceders Confident of Success. 

When this was repeated to one of the ad- 
herents of the seceding faction, whose lit- 
fle storeroom -sanctuary is called Holy 
Cross Church, he said: “ Yes, take a pict- 
ure of this and put the picture side by side 
with that of St. Mary’s big church. But 
also go to the North Side and take a picture 
of St. Hedwig’s Church and one of the,se- 
ceders’ church, All Sairts’, and place them 
side by side. Looking on this picture and 
then on that may teach Father Nawocki 
something. Here our movement is but a 
week old. On the North Side it is only four 
ears old. Four years from now take a 
picture of our church and it will show that 
we have done as well as our brothers at 
All Saints’.’’ 

About six months ago a few members 
of the Polish Roman Catholic Church of 
St. Adelbert on Seventeenth street made up 
their minds to follow. their North Side 
brethren, who had built up All Saints par- 
ish, into the independent field. The trou- 
ble in St. Adelbert’s parish started just as 
had that in St. Hedwig’s. It grew out of 
the question of church finances. Some of 
the laity thought.they were not represented 
fairly in the matter of the expenditure of 
the money which they subscribed for the 
church support. They declared that the 
financial reports made to them were not sat- 
isfactory and they carried the matter to 
Bishop Feehan, who said they had better 
consult their priest about the matter... In- 
stead of consulting their priest any further 
they withdrew from the church and formed 
a parish of their own. At first only a few 
left, but, their numbers were rapldly aug- 
mented until there were about 100 families 
hearing mass ever} Sunday as members of 
the Independent Polish Church. i 

A short time ago the seceders purchased 
a valuable piece of property at the north- 
west corner of Ashland avenue and Twen- 
tieth street. On the land stands a small 


- building,. formerly used by the Congrega- 


tionalists as a place of worship. The Board 
of Education has a lease of it until May 1, 
and the sale to the seceding Poles was made 
subject to this lease. As soon as it expires 
the independents will consecrate the church 
and dedicate it as the Church of St. Mary's 
of Czenstochowa and will occupy it unt!l 
they have raised enough money to build 
a new structure. They say this will not be 
long, and that when they do build they 
will make their church larger than St. Adel- 
bert’s, which they left. These people have 
chosen a position for their church which 
is under the shadow of the spires of the 
Roman Catholic Church of St. Pius. A 
large parochial school adjoins St. Pius’ 
Church, and it is the intention of the Poles 
before long to start a school of their own 
which shall run tn active opposition to the 
one across the way. A young priest, Father 
Rosicki, has just arrived from Europe and 
will take charge of this newly established 
independent Church of St. Mary. These 
Polish independents leave absolutely every- 
thing, they say, in the spiritual line to their 
pastors, but the laity insists woon having 
a hand in the direction of the church’s finan- 
cial affairs. Everything temporal connect- 
ed with this new Ashland avenue parish is 
directed by a. body of laymen. 

To sum up the matter of numbers and of 
progress, the independent Polish Catholics 
have now in Chicago three church bodies, 
having together about 5,000 members. There 
are six prieste in the city, and ag the work 
advances additional clergymen can be ob- 
tained from Buffalo. 

Boycott Conducted Against Seceders. 


When five years ago a Chicago policeman 
who attended St. Hedwig’s Church, right- 
eously or unrighteously feeling himself 
aggrieved, took upon himself the task of 
leading away a small body of laymen from 
the sanctuary, the people who clung dée- 
votedly to the old church instantly dropped 
all communication with the rebellious ones. 
Those who kept stores suffered, and all 
social intercourse between families was in- 
stantly stopped. In some cases there was 
friction between the individual members of 
a family. It is now maintained by the in- 
dependents that this sort of thing did them 
good, for the thinking Poles, after ponder- 
ing the matter over, concluded that to boy- 
cott a man on account of his religious af- 
fillations was not strictly in keeping with 
their recently adopted Americanideas. One 
by one the ranks of the seceders were in- 
creased, until finally the trade which a 
storekeeper didi with the adherents of his 
faction was sufficient to keep him in busi- 
ness life. Now that the independents have 
built a church similar to the one which they 
left and have shown their ability to take 
eare of themselves, their neighbors who 
have clung firmly by the old faith are be- 
ginning to weaken on the business and social 
boycott, Gradually the intercourse between 
the netghbors is reassuming its old-time 
force, but the great trouble c@mes when 
some Hoyne avenue maiden. of St. Hedwig’s 
Parish wishesto marry a Robey street youth 
of All Saints’. One or two such marriages 
have taken place, but only after compro- 
mises have been made. These alliances have 
been frowned upon by the church authorities

ders, and the independents do not wish to 
give even the slightest ground for a state- 
ment by the church they have left that their 
orders are not all right. 


May Consecrate Bishop Abroad. 


There is only one Old Catholic Bishop in 
America, and in accordance with custom it 
takes three Bishops to consecrate another. 
The independents, therefore, may send one 
of their chief priests abroad for consecration 
at the hands of three of the Old Catholic prel- 
ates when once they have satisfied that 
chureh that their. own movement is to be 
stable and enduring. Four years ago 
Bishop Vilatte, the only Old Catholic Bishop 
in America, came to Chicago at the request 
of the 8t. Hedwig Church seceders. He was 
asked to look over the field and to take the 
new congregation to his fold. He told the 
men who sent for him bluntly that their 
secession was simply the result of a quarrel 
and that before a month was over they would 
be knocking to get back into the mother 
church. He said when they could show 
something that gave evidence of being last- 
ing he would talk to them about admission 


. to.the Old Catholic body. Then the Bishop 


wentaway. Heis tobe asked to come again, 
and this time he will be shown the results 
which four years have produced and will bs 
asked to pass again upon the question of ad- 
mission to his church body. Father Nawocki 
of St. Mary’s Church, by the way, says 
Bishop Vilatte is a Russian spy and that 
Poles who accept his guidance are not 
patriotic. 

Whatever Bishop these independents suc-

GLIMPSES OF WOMAN'S PATRIOTISH. 


Men Show Appreciation of the Work 
Done by the Daughters of the 
American Revolufion. 


If the enthusiasm of women seems mis- 
directed at times, their patriotism can never 
be questioned, and that this fact is ap- 
preciated by the men was shown in their 
readiness to pass a bill desired by the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution organiza- 
tion during the last session in Washington.

The 
keeper of the lodging-house is not troubled 
by this little circumstance either, for he 
knows as soon as the “‘ boys ’” get to work 
this spring the winter’s bills will be paid. 
Year by year the number of real sailors 
grows less on the lakes. The musica! 
**heave-ho”’ is becoming the lost chord. 
Iiven on vessels which usé sail an engine 
lifts the canvas. 

A long night of enforced idleness for a 
great army of stevedores and longshoremen 
is also showing the dawn of morning. There 
are said to be over 2,000 men who earn.their 
living during the summer by loading and 
unloading merchandise from the liners. In 
the winter a great many of them are em- 
ployed in cutting and stowing away ice. 


Such occupation, however, is beneath the. 


notice of the’men who unload coal and lum- 
Ber, and they do not expect to do anything 
after the last vessel is unloaded until the 
next one comes the following spring. 


Predict a Prosperous Year. 


The coming week the last parties will be 
given to their friends by the shipkeepers. 
Good-bys will be said, and the hurry of get- 
ting ready for another season’s work will 
begin. And it will bea great season. Noth- 
ing like it was ever before seen in transporta- 
tion, whether by railorwater. Peopleinthe 
iron and steel trades glibly talk of shipping 
over 12,000,000 tons of iron ore before the 
frosts of next December come. In five 


_— 


strong and headed proudly straight for 
South Manitou Island. Their sails were new 
and white, their masts were scraped, their 
decks were scoured, and as they drove past 
Grosse Point they made a beautiful marine 
picture. The first man. to reach the ice was 
as proud of his ship as of himself. Those 
were the days when a Captain was a Cap- 
tain, for he generally owned his own boat 
and sailed ft as he willed. 

In the changing conditions of transporta- 
tion these old craft have outlived their 
trade. For several years there has been 
nothing for them to do. Like the whaling 
ships of New Bedford they are ending their 
‘days idly rotting at the docks instead of 
meeting their fate in the elements on a lee 
shore. 

Steel has taken the place of oak, steam has 
superseded sail, and ships that carry 5,000 
or 6,000 tons have driven out the little fei- 
lows. There is little room left for the re- 
taller with these *‘ huge department stores’ 
afloat.:, The longest lake boat in service this 
year is 432 feet long. It is only a question of 
time when the longest boat will exceed 600 
feet, but that may not be this year. 


Ore Traffic May Increase. 


The prevailing opinion in marine circles 
is that a tremendous volushe of business will 
be done in all important lines of traffic the 
coming season, but the rates will be lower on 
the average than they ever have been. 
Many expect this condition to continue until 
the last three months ef the season, when 
they are hopeful of a boom time. They base 
their predictions on the large increase in the 
sales of steel rails, due to the breaking up of 
the steel rail pool. A great deal will de- 
pend upon the final meeting in egg 
next Tuesday to determine whether the 
iron ore pool is to be kept alive another sea- 
son. In fact, the business of the lakes is be- 
ing held in abeyance until this Cleveland 
meeting. If the pool should go to piecesand 
a wild scramble between the iron mining 
companies follow, lake business would be 
greatly benefited on account of the increased 
sales of ore, which would inevitably result 
from ‘the war between the great iron mining 
companies. It is admitted, however, that 
the price of ore will be from 25 to 30 per cent 
lower than last seagon, and a largely in- 
creased consumption of iron and steel will 
doubtless follow from lower prices.

Business, Matrimony, Debt, and 
enomear-asn Actions. 


HAT a fine thing it would be if a 
man could only.be a universal citi- 
zen. 
=—PSssibly the advantage of this 

will not be apparent to the average mortal 
at a glance, but he has anly to look into the 
subject a little to become convinced that, ‘if 
he could acquire unlversal citizenship—in- 
cluding legal residence in every State and 
Territery—he would have one of the softest 
things that ever was acquired by man. But, 
of course, there should be included in the 
provisions something to the effect that he 
should be permitted to elect the State in 
which he weuld claim citizenship at any 
particular time and for any particular pur- 
pose. 

Suppose, for instance, a man could be a 
creditor in one State and a debtorin another! 
Suppose he were given time to reflect and 
study the laws and decide for himself just 
where he would prefer to be a creditor and 
just where he would prefer to be a debtor, 
instead of having to leave the thing to 
chance, as is too often the case! 

Suppose a man (or a womar) could be a 
citizen of one State for the purpose of mar- 
riage and of another for the purpose of di-

The lakes will be carrying the iron ore 
which goes to make the steel of the world, 
if these enthusiastic people are correct. But 
in the working out of this mighty question 
of supplying the world vesselmen are now 
sorely troubled. To undersell their com- 
petitors in England and Germany American 
steel companies must have their material at 
a low cost, and just now they are asking 
vesseimen to carry their ore from Duluth to 
Lake Erie at 70 centsaton. This isa third 
less than was paid last season. Big boats 
can make money evenat that low rate, but ft 
is death to the little fellows. Boats which 
ten years ago were considered among the 
largest carriers are now 80 outclassed that 
there is no living anywhere for them in sight 
if the iron mining companies are to have 
their way in fixing the carrying charges. 


Old-Time Rivalry Disappeared.

Chicago to Regain Grain Control. 


The season now opening will witness the 
beginning of a mighty struggle between 
the great grain handling firms of Chicago. 
This city is to control the movement of 
grain right to the ocean steamer. The ele- 
vator pool at Buffalo, which has produced 
many millionaires out of the tolls it has 
levied on the crops of the West, is doomed. 
What the Legislature of New York tried 
to do, but failed in accomplishing, by means 
of stringent statutes, has beén brought 
about by the development of the grain trade. 
It was several years ago that the country 
elevators through the West passed into the 
control of the Chicago Elevator company 
by that centralization of power which has 
marked so distinctively the present era in 
American enterprise. 

After the consolidated capital represented 
in the Chicago Elevator company had gone 
that far it stopped. They were still depend- 
‘ent upon ‘the elevators at Buffalo, Erie, and 
other lower lake ports to handle their grain. 
Then there was another big charge, in which 
oe had no share, at the seaboard termi- 
nals. 

The diversion of grain to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and by Southern all-rail routes to At- 
lantic ports became so serious a factor to 
the Chicago trade that it had to be met. 
Charles Counselman was the tirst to move, 
He secured concessions from the Pennsyl- 
vania company, which was acting through 
the Anchor line of steamers, for the use of 
its elévators at Erie. ‘Another big elevator 
is to be built there for his accommodation. 
Then Mr. Counselman went down to Jersey 
City and leased the Pennsylvania elevator 
there. The chain was completed. He could 
buy his grain of the farmer in the West, put 
it in his country elevator, bring it to his 
Chicago elevator, transship it from the lake 
steamer to railroad cars through the ele- 
vators in which he has an interest at Erie, 
and place the grain aboard the ocean steam- 
er from his own elevator at Jersey City. 
Nothing escapes him but the money he had 
to pay to the railroad and the steamboats. 


Armour Will Fight Elevator Pool. 


There is a man inclined to corpulenty who 
sits among an army of clerks in the Home 
Insurance Building who has never yet seen 
a competitor getting into shape to get the 
best of him without trying his hand on his 
own account. Last week the lease for the 
land on which an elevator of 2,500,000 bush- 
éls capacity will be located at Buffalo was 
signed by the representative of P. D. Arm- 
our.

It is 
reported by people who are close to the ship- 
ping firms that arrangements have been 
made for the handling of their grain at New 
York. The Buffalo elevator is going to be 
the finest that money can build. Every de- 
vice that human ingenuity can suggest for 
the cheap handling of grain from lake ves- 
sels to canalboats and railroad cars will 
be provided. The elevator will be of steel 
construction, and will be pushed to comple- 
tion as rapidly as Mr. Armour can do it. 
and as the builder of elevators in the short- 
est length of time he now holds the cham- 
pionship belt of the world. .This belt he won 
when he erected his great elevator on Goose 
Island a few years ago. 

‘Tt ts even talked that Mr. Armour will 
build a few score of canalboats to carry his 
grain from Buffalo to New York down the 
Erie Canal.

The suffrage question shows also how it 
is possible to play favorites in the way of 
male voters under present conditions, and 
the universal citizen would not have the 
feeling that the mere fact*that he settled 
on the wrong side of the State line was de- 
priving him of the right to vote, which is ac- 
corded by different States for-a residence 
of all the way from four months to two 
years.. Minnesota is the easiest in this re- 
spect, requiring only four months’ residence 
where the would-be voter has declared his 
intention to become a citizen, but some 
other States crowd it pretty closely with 
only six months’ requirements. Mississippi 
is the most ‘strict, with a provision for two 
years’ residence in the State and one yeurin 
the county. : 


Incomes from Public Offices. 
The matter of running for office, too, would 


be a matter in which the universal citizen” 


would have all the advantege. The trouble 
now is that at the time a man is born in a 
State or takes up his residence there he 
doesn’t think about the question of holding 
office there, and when it comes around to 
that point and he begins fo give the matter 
some attention it is too late to make a 
change. Why, some men get elected to the 
Legisiature of a State only to find at the 
last minute that the pay is not even that ac- 
corded to skfiled labor under the law in 
seme States. Of course there is little skilled 
labor in any of the Legislatures, as the work 
they do generally shows, but men often start 
in with the idea that it isa good job. And 
yet Rhode Island only pays $1 a day for the 
time the Legislature is in session, Maine 
only $150 a year in addition to mileage, and 
New Hampshire only $200. From this the 
figures run all the way up to $8 a day for 
Nevada and California and $1,500 a year for 
Pennsylvania and New York; but just think 
of the condition of mind of a man without 
a good income who decides that he is just 
fitted for a legislative job and then learns 
that he has inadvertently acquired a resi-

NOW GETTING READY FOR WHEELS 


VEN earlier than the bluebirds and 
English sparrows, the managements 
of Chicago’s various parks have de- 
tected the smell of spring in the air 

and have begun in haste to prepare for the 
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The State in which one can get married al- 
most without knowing it now ties the knot 
so tight that it cannot be untied without 
changing one’s residence for a brief period. 

It doesn’t seem to be arranged at all con- 
sistently. What's all right here ts all wrong 
there, and what constitutes grand larcény 
in one State is merely a piece of shrewd 
business in anothér. Why, even the inherit- 
ance laws would cause lots of us to jump 
from one State to another over night if we 
had the opportunity. And when a man dies 
he is likely to have a feeling that he would 
have done better by his relatives and those 
he wishes to help if he had only acquired 
residence somewhere else a few minutes be- 
fore. 

As for a wontan, she is more or less handi- 
capped by the State in which she first sees 
the light right from the minute of her birth. 
In one place she is some considerable of a 
person, and in another she is of no earthly 
account outside of her own home and may 
not get all she should init. Upon the Mate 
in which a man lives even depends the way 
he may treat his wife andchildren. Whatis 
brutality in one is justifiable chastisement 
in another. 

All Kinds of Inconsistency. 

We hear a good deal about the interference 
of the National Government in State affairs 
or that power is becoming too centralized, 
or something to that effect, but it is worth 
remembering that a man may exercise some 
judgment even as to where he commits a 
crime, and it is just possible that a littlo 
uniformity in some instances might be a 
good thing. However, that is one of athe 
points where a man having universal citi- 
zenship would have a big advantage, espe- 
Cially in real estate or financial matters. 
Any lawyer could tell him that. He would 
know then just where embezzlement was 
embezzlement and where it was petty lar- 
ceny, and that would be considerable of a 
point, if he could take advantage of it. The 
great trouble is that the average man docs 
not know the laws, and is not in a position 
to take advantage of them if he did. He 
marries and gets his divorce and commits 
his various crimes and votes and enters into 
business obligations without even a thought 
that, if he might jump into another State 
for a minute or two, he might ao better. 

Of course, every one knows the circum- 
stances under which a man or woman can 
get a divorce in Oklahoma. All tha is 
necessary ordinarily is to show that his or 
her name was put on the hotel register three 
months beforehand, and the lawyer will do 
the rest. But of late Oklahoma divorces 
have been a little below par in the market, 
and North Dakota, which has the same re- 
quirements, has had therun. North Dakota 
divorces sometimes hold, while all the Ok- 
lahoma divorces that have come up recently 
have been thrown out of court and embar- 
0 ag complications have naturally en- 
sued. 


» However, that has nothing to do with this 


article, except so far as it shows the abso- 
lute independence and distressing uncertain- 
ty of one set of laws when compared with 
another set that are. designed to late 
the affairs of a similar nature in another 
State. And, in this same connection, it is 


worthy of note that a man may be married 
in one State and not have the marriage 
recognized in another; that a man and a 
woman who believe themselves to be legally 
married and who are legally married ac- 
rding to the laws of the State in which 
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Utah, Washington, 
Wisconsin, Wyoming, 

Upon the other hand a man who sud- 
denly found that he had more money than 
he knew what to do with and wanted to let 
somebody else have some upon good se- 
curity and the most profitable rate of inter- 
est might begin to kick himself because he 
was located in some such State as Illinois, 
where 5 per cent is the legal rate and 7 per 
cent the contract rate. He would be only 
a little better off in Louisiana, where the 
legal rate is the same and the contract rate 
& per cent, while the following States would 
give a legal and contract rate both of only 
6 per cent. 


Delaware, Kentucky, 


Maryland, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, Vermont, 
Virginia, West Virginia. 


If this doesn’t convince a man that we are 
still quite a long distance from a strong 
centralized government in the matter of 
making laws and that he has a large choice 
as to where he cam run into debt with the 
least trouble and inconvenience to himself, 
he might study the criminal codes of various 
States with some profit to himself. There 
is no intention of going into that subject 
here, but a mention of it may serve to call 
attention to the fact that there is a consider- 
ablelack of both unanimity and uniformity in 
the various codes and that a universal cit- 
izen might have a good thing if-he could 
choose in what State he might be tried for 
any offense that came under the jurisdiction 
of the State courts. \ ; 


Protection of Women. 


The universal citizen would also have a 
pretty good thing if he could elect under 
what laws he would act in the treatment 
of his wife, but it might be rather hard on 
the wife. But, on the other hand, if she 
had the same privilege, he would have to 
stand round or there would be all kinds 
of trouble. Some States would permit him 
to chastise her if anything displeased him, 
while others would pemmit her to get a di- 
vorce if he happened to get up feeling cross 
in the morning. And after she got,the di- 
vorce she might have to stick to the State 
in which she got it in order to be sure of 
holding on to it, for the decree might be re- 
garded as so much waste paper over the 
border line. If a man only chooses his place 
it’s easy to do anything in -this glorious 
country, but, a done it, it is some- 
times difficult to e it stay done. 


Many Varying Marriage Laws. 


The age at which a girl may marry de- 
pends upon the State, and that is another 
little affair that might make a man wish he 
were a Universal citizen. Thisis irrespective 
of the other formalities that were discussed 
earlier in the article, and relates merely to 
the necessity of skipping by the light of the 
moon or a lantern or a cigar or something 
else that gives light. In some States it is 
possible for a+16-year-old girl to give the 
old pepole the merry ha-ha, and in otbers she 
must wait until she is 21, unless she can se- 
cure the consent 6f some one higher in au- 
thority legally than herself. Of course, it 
stands to reason that the difference {s mercly. 
technical or local. : e girls are very much 
the same all the world over, and it doesn’t 
seem exactly right that one who has not con- 
sulted either as to her birth or her later res- 
idence should be obliged to hang round until 
she is 21 unless papa says “yes” before, 
while a girl in another State is lawfully 
considered able to make up her own mind at 
the age of 16. 

Then there’s the question of suffrage that

But of course the greatest changes in the 
eouth parks are —_—, the simmer 
‘In Jackson Park in the effort to restore the 
old World’s Fair site. Although the new 
board of South Park Commisstoners does 
not go into session until April 14, the work 
is’ pretty “definitely mapped out -from last }- 
year, and itis pogsible ta announce that the 
north half of the park will be fully put in 
siape for the people. Just the extent of the 
work to be done and the details of the de- 
_gigns will have to be decided upon by the 
new Commissioners, who will be governed 
largely by the amount of money avatiable 
from the last tax levy. This is estimated 
by Treasurer Shumway to be about $625,000, 
making a fairly large amount left over from 
the necessary maintenance charges. Most 
of the surplus over operating expenses wilt 
be spent on Jackson Park. 

The South Park authorities take the post- 
tion that lawns are what are most-needed in 
the new park. Just now what ts lack- 
ing, they say, is room and shade for the 
populace east of Stony Island avenue. In 
consequence of. this belief, the first effort 
made will be to turn the area formerly occu- 

ied by the Government and Manufactures 
Buildings into a huge field of grass. “When 
completed the lawn will be largely devoted 
to tennis courts, to the great joy of the rap- 
idly incréasing numbers of the devotees of 
the game. Besides this, the grass-growing 
operations will be extended to all that part 
of the park not yet improved north of the 
great drive which runs. from Sixty-third 
street across to the lake shore. South of ttle 
drive the plans for the present season do not 
contemplate any great amount of beautifi- 
cation. 

To finish according to plans the north half 
of Jackson Park will mean a great many 
interesting features to be added to the pres- 
ent attractions for the public. First of all 
cemes the new music court and pavilion. 

‘ This is planned to be located southeast of 
the Field Museum, and the area for the pur- 
pose is already graded. It will consist of 
a space of several acres in extent, fitted to 
accommodate all classes of concert-goers. 
In the ¢enter will be erected a small! but at- 
tractive band-stand, while around 1, will 
be a novel arrangement :in the form of a 
half circle for the listening thousands. 


Other Work in South Parks. 


‘Included in the plans for the north end 
of the park are also considerable improve- 
ments in the present gymmasia near Stony 
Island avenue, a‘rather elaborate shelter 
for carriages and vehicles near the German 
Building, and a set of public bath-houses 

' om the lake shore at the foot of Fifty-ninth 
street. Whether all of these novelties will 
be attempted or not, lies ‘in the disposal 
of the incoming board. It is probable that 
geome of them will be undertaken later in 
the season if the funds hold out, but the 
first consideration is the preparation of the 
- great areas of lawn and the installation of 
trees, with the building of the music court.

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Y a herculean effort the Messrs. Har- 
per will have Dr. Nansen’s ‘“‘ Farthest 
North” ready by the 19th of this 
month. The English edition «was 

published on the 15th of last month and 
the Messrs. Harper made a formal publica- 
tion here for copyright purposes at that 
time, but the book will not be on the market 
till next week. I have an advance copy 
and may say at once that it lives up to the 
anticipations that have been raised for it. 
It is in two huge volumes, with maps and 
colored plates, besides numerous black and 
white reproductions from photographs 
taken by Dr. Nansen. There is a new por- 
trait of the author as frontispiece to the 
first volume and portraits of his compan- 
fons are scattered through the books. They 
are a hardy-looking lot, but not handsome. 

Dr. Nansen tells how -he came -to make 
his famous journey and also tells who con- 
tributed towards it and the amount of their 
contribution. 

‘Nansen and his party suffered many hard- 
ships, but no more, I think, than other 
Arctic travelers. Voyages to the north pole | 
are never ‘‘easy going.’”’ That frozen re- 
gion abounds in tragedies. © ! 

Dr. Nansen writes freely and frankly in| 
his diary, and he admits to many an héur | 
of depression: | 

“It is no good trying to take the thing ; 
philosophically,”” he writes. “I gannot. 
deny that the question whether we are to. 
return successful or unsuccessful affects me 
very deeply. ‘ I’can bring myself to 
believe honestly that it {s all a matter of in- | 
difference, but none the less my spirits 
change like the clouds of heaven, according 
as the wind blows from this direction or 
that. When I think of the many that trust 
us, Of the friends that gave us their time, 
their faith, their money, the wish comes 
that they may not be disappointed, and I 
grow somber that our progress is not what 
we expected it would be.’’

Saint Patrick may have been a French- 
man, as some antiquarians would prove, or 
he may have been a Scotchman, which is 
more likely. but the whole Irish people 
have taken him for their own, and love him 
with that warm and unaffected love of 
which the Irish heart is so capable. His 
bitthplace is as disputed as Homer’s, and 
even his name is in doubt; but what does it 
matter whether born in France, in Scotland, 
or Ireland itself; of what concern is it 
Whether his name was Cothraige or Mago- 
nits, untilgaint Celestine called him Pat- 
rick? Ask your true Irishman where Saint 
Patrick was born and he. will promptly 
anhewer, “ Oireland,” and as/to the apostle’s 
lineage he will quote:

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Pelugian heresy which had become prevalent 
in that island. In 431 the needs of sending a 
mission into Ireland were considered by 
Pope Celestine, and Palladius was appointed 
as chief. Whether Sa‘nt Patrick arrived in 
Rome before Palladius set out; or not long 
after cannot be ascertained, but it is certain 
that he received a benedition from the Pope 
to also enter upon the mission. Saint Pat- 
rick left Rome late in 431 or early in 4382. 
At Eboria he heard of the failure of the 
mission of Palladius, and at once made up 
his mind to carry it forward himself. It 
was necessary, therefore, for him to be con- 
secrated, and for this purpose he applied to 
a Bishop residing in the neighborhood, and 
from him received episcopal orders. His 
friends, when they heard of his intention, 
hurried forward to prevent him undertaking 
so hazardous a task, but he was steadfast 
in his determination and nothing could deter 
him from pursuing what he considered a call! 
from God. He landed in Wicklow some time 
after April in 482. Pope Celestine was dead 
and Sixtus IIT. had ascended to the Papal 
chair. Upon landing Saint Patrick was re- 
pulsed by the natives and was obliged to 
take refuge in his ship. 
Planted the Christian Faith. 


He landed. the second time at Lecale in 
the County of Down, and was met by Dichu, 
the lord of the district, who came with an 
armed force of retainers, but Saint Patrick’s 
persuasive tongue soon turned the hostility 
into friendsiaip. Dichu attended to the 
werds of eloquence, and was the first convert 
to the Christian faith in Ineland. Saint 
Patrick celebrated divine worghip in the barn 
of Dichu, which in after times became 
known as Sabhall-Padruic, or the Barn of 
Patrick. The progress of the saint from this 
time forward was a march of glory. He 
overcame all obstacles; and rested neither 
night nor day until Ireland and the Irish 
people had a knowledge of the true God, 


- and a nation of pagans had become devout 


followers of the Catholic religion. The first 
holy edifice founded by him was the Church 


of Donaghpatrick, built upon the land of 
Conall. 
The gentleness, the faith, and the insin- 


uating persistence of Saint Patrick have 
matie him beloved by the Irish. His sayings 
have become household words, and his 
teachings have been followed by a whole 
nation. The day of his death, March 17, 
465, is revered by the Roman Church 


throughout the civilized world. His remains 
rest at Downpatrick. 
In Down thee saints one grave do fill, 
Bridget, Patrick, and Columbkilil. 

This in brief is the story of Saint Patrick, 
the great apostle of Ireland, who heeded 
** the voice of the Irish,’° and harkened tothe 
cry of the people in the Irish forests: ‘‘ We 
entreat thee, O holy boy, come and walk in 
the midst of us.”’

He 
makes out a bill, plus the cost of a telegram, 
takes the money; and the flowers are in 
the hands of the recipient of the love-token 
almost as quickly as if delivery were made 
in Chicago. 

The telegraphic delivery of flowers is 
called into play frequently. If a friend is to 
be married and some one who hoped to 
attend the ceremony cannot do so for any 
ceason, it is a pleasure to know that a 
vase of roses takes the place of the absent 
one. If he likes, his card may be attached 
to the white ribbon that binds the long 
stems loosely together. 

When death comes suddenly a tribute may 
be nlaced upon the casket of the departed 
almost as if laid there by the loving hand 
of the sender. 

In Piceadilly and Regent street, London, 
there are two French florists who carry on 
a sort of international floral clearing-house. 
There is no agency or member in Chicago.

Of course these refined methods of sending 
love tokens to friends in remote places are 
the privilege largely of the rich. They are 
employed chiefly during the resort and so- 
ciety seasons, when the watering places and 
capitals are at their gayest. Fabulous sums 
are spent in this manner each year.

to carry it. Prof. Empsen declares that it 
is undoubtedly a crystal of helium, devel- 
oped:under extraordinary conditions in the 
interior of a voleano, chemically pure and 
quéte unlike the small specimen secured by 
Capt. Jervis, which was evidently a mere 
chipping from the glaze at the mouth of 
the cave. This beautiful gem, for ft look 
like a massive shaft of emerald, was laid 
upon supports.of the same material, and the 
electrodes were carefully adjusted at the 
ends: these were not placed in actual con- 
tact, however, leet they be melted by a heat 
so inordinate as the experimenters hoped to 
generate. There wags no fear that a current 
such as they proposed to use could not leap 
the barrier: the only dread was lest it leap 
too far and in the wrong direction—for at 
the full it far exceeded a thunderbolt, both 
in volume and tension. But every, possible 
precaution had been taken, and the specta- 
tors were kept at a safe distance.

Then, as the. heat mounted, red rays, the 
lowest and slowest which the eye can de- 
tect, began to appear, and we said that the 
bar was red hot. As the heat still in- 
creased yellow waves, which are a little 
quicker, became mingled with the red, giv- 
ing a bright cherry color. The rod is at 
present white and po, md luminous, be- 
cause color waves of all lengths are given off 
in about equal proportions. Now, of our the- 
ory ts true you will behold something more 
Observe that by means of special 
appliances and the unprecedented power 
placed at my disposal I am raising the heat 
to a point where the shorter color waves 
greatly predominate—a thing hitherto im- 
‘possibie.’
